May 5. 

The award was presented by Presi- 
dent G. Morris Smith before an ap- 
proving chapel assemblage. 

Zlock was outstanding in both sports 
in which he participated. As a mem- 
ber of the great '47 basketball team, 
he led the Crusaders in scoring with 
241 points and was directly responsible 
for many victories, such as the first 
game with Juniata in which he threw 
in five successive pivot shots in the last 
quarter to stave off apparent defeat. 
His basketball efforts earned him hon- 
orable mention on the All-State College 
team, thus bringing honor to himself 
and his school. 

In football, Eve had the reputation 
of being a tyrant on defense. Playing 
in the fullback position, his backing- 
up of the line left little to be desired. 
As the number one passer, Zlock com- 
pleted 15 out of 38 passes, which placed 
him nn^h among the passers in the 
small co. lege ranks ot the nation— no 
small accomplishment. 

Xiock graduated from Coaldale High 
School in 1942. While there,, he starred 
in track as well as basketball and foot- 
ball. Upon his graduation, he served 
in the Navy aboard the aircraft carrier 
"U. S. S. Boxer" where his sports ac- 
tivities were confined to basketball. 
Zlock was a member of the Boxer five, 
which had one of the finest teams in

' mythical Pacific Fleet Championship.

Registrar Announces 
Courses and Changes 

The Office of the Registrar has an- 
nounced the addition of new courses 
and changes in the Commercial, Busi- 
ness Administration, and English De- 
partments for the 1947-48 term. 

It is now possible to obtain a minor 
in English Composition. The minor 
will require courses Composition 11 and 
12, Advanced Composition 46, with ad- 
ditional hours from courses Journal- 
ism 23 and 24, Debating 25 and 26, 
Public Speaking 28, and Business Eng- 
lish 38 to total 18 hours. 

A new course in the Fundamentals of 
English Grammar is now required of 
those freshmen whose basic knowledge 
of English is deficient as indicated by 
a testing program. If the student 
makes sufficient progress he will be 
transferred to the regular English Com- 
position course 12 for the second sem- 
ester. This course will not count to- 
ward a major or minor. The course 
will be taught by Mr. Kleinsorg and 
will be 6 credits throughout the year.

The Honorable William S. Livengood, 
Secretary of Internal Affairs for the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, will 
deliver the commencement address to 
the senior class and their guests at 
10:00 a, m„ Monday, May 26.

Some time ago Mr. Strathmeyer gave 
an interesting lecture in one of the 
regular chapel programs. In his dis- 
cussion he mentioned the great diffi- 
culty some students face in relating 
certain college courses with the prac- 
tical business of making a good wage 
after leaving college. Mr. Strathmeyer 
in particular referred to courses in re- 
ligion and gave several good examples 
of how these courses could be utilized 
and integrated into a well rounded 
education. 

It seems indeed strange that profes- 
sors should continually be apologizing 
for suoh courses as ethics, history, 
English literature and all other courses 
which students associate with the ques- 
tion: "Why should I have to take that 
stuff anyway?" Yet the very courses 
which are admittedly in the experi- 
mental stage gain a wide popularity 
with college students. It is safe to say 
that at least half of the students now 
taking a course in religion would "drop" 
it if that course were no longer requir- 
ed; yet students flock in large numbers 
to courses dealing with personality 
(normal and abnormal), family 
("Mother, what makes your daughter 
pet?" How to win a mate, etc), psy- 
chology in education (How to teach 
rather than what to teach), and other 
such courses. We may spend a semes- 
ter pondering social problems and won- 
dering what makes people so uncivil- 
ized and come to the conclusion that 
jazz, poor movies, pulp magazines, the 
"romantic illusion" and other amuse- 
ments of the masses who haven't had 
the advantage of a college education 
may have something to do with it. We 
can only hope that the vast number of 
term papers on abnormal sex traits, 
girl delinquents, sex crimes and the 
like (which remind one of a chapter 
in "Forever Amber") will eradicate all 
social problems so that we can go back 
to the study of such old-fashioned 
courses as reading, 'riting and 'rith- 
metic. 

Let not the reader misunderstand the 
object of this editorial. We admit the 
importance of knowing how to choose 
a mate, how to apply our psychology so 
that we'll have the boss eating out of 
our hand, how to develop a sweet per- 
sonality, how many girls "went wrong" 
in New York State in 1946 (if any—it's 
such a nice state) and how to make 
Johnny learn English grammar (it 
helps if you know some, too). These 
courses are vital (interesting too; even 
the popular magazines are full of their 
subject matter). We merely wish to 
point out the danger of over -emphasiz- 
ing their claim and under-emphasizing 
the possibilities of the rest of the cur- 
riculum.

Alcohol Studies Group 

Dr. George F. Dunkelberger, profes- 
sor emeritus at Susquehanna Univer- 
sity, will be dean of the Pennsylvania 
School of Alcohol Studies which will 
commence its sessions June 23 at Juni- 
ata College in Huntingdon. 

The purpose of the school is to dis- 
cuss new methods of alcohol control. 
The group will conduct their studies by 
means of lectures, demonstrations, and 
seminars. Many famous scientists, 
educators, and welfare workers com- 
prise the faculty. Among the colleges 
represented are, Columbia, Union Theo- 
logical and Harvard.

Co-Captains Bollinger and

Imagine a walk 12 inches wide start- 
ing at the entrance to the campus and 
leading straight to the state capitol 
building at Harrisburg. Imagine also 
that this walk is made entirely of 
bread! It sounds rather silly and fan- 
tastic, doesn't it? However, that is as 
far as the bread eaten by us, the stu- 
dents of Susquehanna, would reach if 
it were laid end to end and three 
slices across! 

Perhaps this little item will give you 
an idea of the gigantic job of our kit- 
chen force and of the tremendous 
quantities of food consumed by 360 
hungry college students. 

Preparation of the food served in 
the dining room begins at 6 a. m. and 
continues through the day until 7 p. m. 
Working in the kitchen are two shifts, 
each employing about six women. 
There are also 24 waitresses and nine 
student workers. All of these people 
are under the capable direction of Mrs. 
Humphrey, the dietiarr. 

What to serve is Mrs. Humphrey's 
biggest problem. How to get it is her 
next. Meat (incidentally, our car- 
niverous appetites consume over 50,000 
lbs. a year) must be bought a week 
ahead of the day it is served. Fresh 
fruit and vegetables come in twice a 
week, and canned foods are bought 
weeks in advance.

Bringman Represents 
SCA at Conference 



Four years ago Susqquehanna's en- 
rollment numbered 135. Since then a 
war has ended and a host of tempor- 
arily-detained people have returned to 
educational pursuit, so that today Sus- 
quehanna's enrollment has reached an 
all-time high of 532. 

This figure is 40% higher than the 
average yearly enrollment of 328 for 
the period '30- '31 through '39-'40. This 
ten year average represents a period in 
which enrollment first declined for six 
consecutive years and then slowly in- 
creased until the advent of World War 
II. The depression and the fact that 
standards at Susquehanna were being 
raised by Dean Dunkelberger and 
President Smith account for this curve 
in enrollment. 

This term the student body consists 
of 227 male veterans, eight female vet- 
erans and 297 non-veterans, one a 
part-time student. Males outnumber 
femals 304 to 228. 

(Five special students— three men 
and two women — are unaccounted for 
in the following classifications.) 

The sophomore class is the largest, 
followed closely by the freshman class.

Before 2,000 hysterical fans, Susque- 
hanna unleashed a brilliant passing at- 
tack to defeat Haverford 20-18 last 
Saturday in a game that probably will 
be unsurpassed for all around spine- 
tingling excitement for some time to 
come.

meal from its conception to its con- 
sumption. Several days before "our" 
meal is to be served, Mrs. Humphrey 
writes out the menu and then starts 
things "cooking." Well before the day 
arrives, the meat is here, the vege- 
tables waiting, and the dessert plan- 
ned. 

Since "our" meal is to be a dinner, 
its preparation begins while the echo 
of the breakfast dishes is still ringing 
in the cooks' ears. Forty-four pies are 
baked during the morning and are 
set out to cool. Two bushels of pota- 
toes are peeled ("small potatoes" to 
G.I.'s familiar with K.P. duty), and 
over 100 pounds of meat are brought 
up and made ready by' the male mem- 
ber of the kitchen staff. Later in the 
day, "our" meal goes into the final 
stages of preparation. Eighteen heads 
of lettuce are cleaned and put on salad 
plates with the other ingredients of 
the salad. Next, 60 pounds of frozen 
vegetables are put into kettles to be 
cooked, and the potatoes begin to boil. 

While this has been going on, the 
pantry staff has poured over 100 quarts 
of milk into glasses, placed 360 pieces 
of bread on plates, and cut five pounds 
of butter into pats. 

Since the tables have all been set 
after the previous meal, by the time 6 
o'clock arrives, "our" meal is ready to 
be served.

TRUSTEE WILLS 
COLLEGE $15,000 



An outright bequest of $15,000 will be 
received by Susquehanna University 
under the will of George B. Wolfe, late 
of Williamsport, which was filed for 
probate in Lycoming County, Monday, 
September 29, 1947. At the same time, 
Mr. Wolfe named Susquehanna one of 
seven of the residuary legatees of his 
estate, which means that it will equally 
share in the final distribution.

Local author: Dr. George F. Dunk- 
elberger, long active in local historical 
circles, recently completed the final 
chapters of his "History of Snyder 
qounty." Neither the publisher nor 
the time of publication has yet been 
decided. Here is a possible opportun- 
ity for the Susquehanna University 
Press to publish a book which cannot 
fail to be popular throughout Snyder 
County, and surrounding counties. 

Speaking of Dr. Dunkelberger, I am 
reminded that at a Pi Gamma Mu 
meeting recently Dr. Russ asked him 
whether he had discovered any letters 
of President Buchanan. Dr. Dunkel- 
berger replied that he had found a 
note which he had discarded. 

"Why did you do that?" asked Dr. 
Russ. 

"It was only a note," Dr. Dunkel- 
berger answered. "It reads something 
like this: T arrived home safely. I am 
well and I hope you are the same. 
James Buchanan'." 

Sweating blood and excited like 
someone who has just lost a pot of 
gold, Dr. Russ exclaimed, "You just 
don't destroy ex-president's letters— 
not even James Buchanan's!" 

Dr. Dunkelberger promised to find it 
among his discarded papers and pre- 
serve it, but two days later he still 
protested that he cannot see the value 
I of preserving a simple little note— 
I even the note of an ex-president. As 
a collector's item, the note may be 
valuable; otherwise, I cast my vote 
with Dr. Dunkelberger . . . 

Dr. Dunkelberger discovered another 
notable paper in his perusal of a 
trunkful of historic papers owned by 
Miss Agnes Selin Schoch, publisher of 
the Selinsgrove "Times." He related 
that the daughter of Governor Simon 
Snyder, a resident of Selinsgrove, was 
always careful to conceal her age, so 
careful, in fact, that her birthdate 
does not appear on her tombstone. In 
this trunkful of papers Dr. Dunkel- 
berger found a page from an old fam- 
ily Bible. On it appears the name of 
the governor's daughter, the month, 
the day, and the century of her birth.

Susquehanna University students and

In 1938 an unrestricted gift of $5,000 
was received by will of Mrs. Gertrude 
I. Matter, of York, Pennsylvania. A 
check for $2,625 was received in 1938 
by the will of the Reverend Milton H. 
Stine, D.D., of Los Angeles, California. 
Part of the earnings of this fund is 
used to provide the annual Stine Math- 
ematical Prize. 

During the 85th Anniversary Appeal 
in 1942, the following gifts were re- 
ceived by bequest; $900 from William 
H. Miller, Stoystown; $1,490 from John 
H. Zinn, Bedford; $1,000 from Amanda 
and Elizabeth Smith, Jersey Shore. An 
orchard valued at $2,000 was received 
by deed from Miss Mildred Focht, New 
York, New Yock. Mrs. Delia Ocker 
presented the school with a $100 
United States Defense Bond.

Sally Burns Lenker, Dalmatia, con- 
tributed $5,000; Dr. Latimer S. Landes, 
York, William Heilman, Cambridge, 
Massachusetts, and George D. Krick, 
Elysburg, each gave $1,000. 

One of the more recent bequests was 
that of $1,628.45 from Mrs. Delia Ock- 
er, Harrisburg, in 1946. This gift was 
given to establish a scholarship fund 
for the use of worthy theological stu- 
dents. 

According to President Smith, sev- 
eral former students, friends of fac- 
ulty members, and trustees have indi- 
cated that Susquehanna University 
has been included in their wills.

Mediocrity— An American Public Enemy 

Mediocrity is an enemy of the American 
people. There are those who insist that our 
greatest danger today rests in the Russian j 
bear and in communism. They are the same 
souls who decided that the s ecurity of 
America lay in the defeat of a totalitarian 
Germany intent upon world conquest. Now 
they are forced to swing to the same cry 
which reverberated from the mouths of the 
guttural Germans they defeated: commun- 
ism endangers the world. They were told 
that Russia is in a sense a democracy, an 
assertion which has proven ittself to be 
more than a white lie — fundamentally, the 
Russian Comintern was never disbanded. Is 
Hegel hunting us with his theory of pro- 
gressive history? If he is, then it is a theory which is at least optimistic and 
tinged with "rose-colored glasses." 

Without courting the pessimistic philosophy of Schopenhauer and without 
looking at the world with dark glasses, the American people must ask: "What 
is our greatest danger?" Honest analysis compels us to say that it does not 
come from without, but that it preys upon us from within — subtle, stealthy, 
surreptitious, unwanted it makes its abode with us. It has inherently be- 
come a part of us. We must decide whether it has priority in our being; we 
can and must resolve that its poison shall not destroy the red and white cor- 
puscles of America's blood stream. 

What is this hidden, intangible, dangerous something? It is mediocrity. 
It is the spirit of self-satisfaction, lethargic complacency, and contented in- 
difference. It is the failure to give our best, to develop latent talent, and to 
permeate life with an unbounded, positive enthusiasm. 

We are destroying democracy and preaching communism by our own ac- 
tions or rather by our lack of action. The polititcal advantage of the hour 
has forced us to sell our responsibilities for a mess of pottage; we have 
blinded our American sons with the blare of selfishness, political chicanery, 
and the urge for personal aggrandizement. Honest achievement has been dis- | 
carded by ■ voting majority who with thoughtless subjection to pressure poli- I 
tics express the machine's desire, the crooked party's wish, and the individual 
whim of the local plutotcrat. We are too satisfied with ourselves, even though 
we do not have satis or enough, for we stil' want more for ourselves; we fail to 
give the best in us; we look for privileges without feeling personal responsi- 
bility; we mire in the pig pen of privilege and lose personal, national, and 
international perspective; we invest ourselves with protective Christian garb 
but fail utterly to catch the true spirit of Christianity. We become mediocre 
in our conception and philosophy of life that the world owes us a living. We 
need to become lebermensehen in the image of God, without the connotation 
of the supermen in the comic strips. Unless we give the best of which we are 
capable, unless all other individuals are as important as the ego of our own 
soul, life truly will become "a tinkling cymbal." 

Americans can express true patriotism not so much by shouting from the 
hilltops about the danger of communistic penetration from the outside but 
rather by killing the destructive virus of mediocrity in our own midst, a per- 
(Hial mediocrity which destroys the life-giving power of positive democracy. 
We can make democracy work by an unwillingness to be personally content 
With partial development. If we are not to be an enemy of the people, it must

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CRUSADERS LOSE HARD-FOUGHT 
BATTLE TO D'SON RED DEVILS 



i Continued from Page 1) 
the Crusader 26. A 15 yard holding 
penalty set the Red Devils back some- 
what but speedy Jerry Miller gobbled 
back the 15 yards on a streak off 
tackle. Then, 5'3" Noonan leaped into 
the air as if to pass over center, faked 
the pass and lobbed a toss to Jim 
Abbot on the flank for the first Dick- 
inson score. The try for extra point 
was no good. 

The Red Devils in a few minutes had 
another score thanks to an unusual 
interpretation of the rules. Peters took 
the kickoff and dodged his way back 
to the S. U. 35, but the horn blew on 
the play and the referee awarded the 
ball to Dickinson as the Susquehanna 
stands looked on in amazement. What 
happened was this— a clipping penalty 
had been called on the Crusaders while 
the ball from the kickoff was still In 
the air; technically, it was still Dick- 
inson's ball, according to the rules, and 
they thus gained possession of the ball. 
With Noonan handling the ball in his 
own unique style from the "T" for- 
mation, the Red Devils rolled to the 
15 yard line. A pass from Noonan to 
Paxton advanced the pigskin to the 
four, where Oscar Mencses drove over 
for the score. This time Miller made 
good on the extra point and with the 
first quarter less than half over, Dick- 
inson already had two touchdowns. 

But now it was the Crusaders' turn 
to play with the ball and after Jim 
Peters had taken the kickoff and run 
it back to the S. U. 30, the Crusaders 
started t,» move. Al Martin broke 
away for 12 yards on an end run for 
a first down. Eve Zlock, moving into 
an offensive role, pitched to Louie 
Santangelo to the Red Devil 44. The 
Coaldale Comet then chucked another 
long pass to Jim Peters who brought 
the crowd to their feet with a spec- 
tacular diving catch on the ten yard 
line. Bob O'Gara, entering the game 
for the first time, tossed a flanker pass 
to Jim Peters who moved the ball to 
the four yard line just as the quarter 
ended. The first play of the second 
quarter saw the first Crusader touch- 
down this year on University Field as 
Al Martin went through the line for 
a six-pointer; the extra point attempt 
was wide. 

Then, Susquehanna reluctantly kick- 
ed off to the offensive-minded Dickin- 
sonians and the boys from Carlisle 
were on their way again. Jerry Miller 
lugged the kickoff back to the D'son 
30. Meneses broke away for a long 
run to the Crusader 32 yard line. Af- 
ter a 15 yard penalty had pushed Dick- 
inson back to the S. U. 45, Jim Abbot 
faded and tossed a long heave that 
just cleared the heads of two Cru- 
saders covering Steve Koblish, who 
took it on the five and was downed 
immediately. The "long" and "short" 
of it then collaborated for the third 
Dickinson score; little Frank Noonan 
tossing a leaping pass to 6'5" Jim 
Pooley, and when Miller converted, the 
score was 20-6. At that, the Crusaders 
got off lucky, because, unable to ad- 
vance the ball, Peters kicked and the 
Red Devils started another drive which 
stalled on the one yard line, as the 
half ended. 

The 2500 fans gathered in the stands 
had been a trifle disappointed in the 
Crusaders—they had heard a lot about 
the gerat attack of this year's team 
but as yet had seen othing. But in 
the half that followed, they saw 
enough offensive football on the Cru- 
saders' part to convince them that 
uiehanna actually had a ball team 
this year that could do things with 
the leather. S. U. wasted little time. 
Al Martin brought the kickoff back 
to the 30. On the tirst play, Martin 
made a great run around right end, 
shaking off several would-be tacklers 
to move the ball to the Red Devil 37. 
A couple of plunges through the D'son 
line by Eve Zlock netted the Crusad- 
ers a first down on the 25. Zlock pass- 
ed to "the people's choice" Louie San- 
tangelo to the 10. Eve, hitting on his 
passes in this game better than he had 
in any game last season, tossed to Pet- 
n the four, and then to game-cap- 
tain Don Minnich for the score. "The 
Toe" Don Wl««ing«T added the extra 
point. 



No less than four touchdowns were 
scored in the final period, in one of 
the wildest endings for a fotball game 
ever played at University Field. With 
Susquehanna in possession of the ball 
on her own 32, Eve Zlock tossed a long 
heave to Don Minnich who caught the 
ball on the Red Devil 20, fought off the 
Dickinson safety man and went into 
the end zone standing up. The score 
stood at 20-19 and all eyes were on a 
little figure with a big No. 34 on his 
back as he came into the game to 
put his toe to work. The ball was snap- 
ped, Peter held, and Wissinger stmt the 
ball spinning over the crossbar to tie 
up the game. The unbelievable had 
happened; Susquehanna, hopelessly 
outclassed in the first half, had come 
back in the final period to tie up the 
ball game. 

But, an individual named Jerry Miller 
had little feeling for the joyous mood 
in which the Crusaders had put the 
2500 Parents' Day fans. On the first 
play after the kickoff, he ripped 
through the S. U. line and cut for the 
sidelines, outdistanced the Crusader 
safety man and went 75 yards for the 
touchdown. The try for the extra 
point was no good and the scoreboard 
read, Dickinson 26-S. U. 20. 

Susquehanna, however, was anything 
but through. The teaem showed a lot 
of the "old moxie" out there Saturday 
and even that heart-breaking run of 
Miller's was not enough to make them 
throw in the towel. Jim Peters took 
the kickoff and almost broke away 
for a touchdown. Taking the ball on 
the ten yard line, he swivel-hipped his 
way through the entire Dickinson 
team, only to be nailed by the last 
man on the Red Devil 48. Here, Zlock 
went to work again and tossed another 
long pass to Minnich who caugh tthe 
ball on the 2C — Minnich lateralled off 
but the play which went over the goal 
was called back to the 20, where the 
Crusader end's forward motion was 
stopped. Zlock then pitched a flanker 



pass to Peters, and the blond speedboy 
sidestepped three Dickinson tacklers 
and went over for a touchdown to tie 
the game again. Don Wissinger came 
into the game and booted the extra 
point that put S. U. in front for the 
first time that afternoon. 

In a game such as this one had been, 
though, everyone feared another Dick- 
inson touchdown and with Noonan di- 
recting the Devils brilliantly, they 
moved from their own 40 all the way 
to the Crusader six, where little Frank - 
ie Noonan tossed to his skyscraper end, 
Jim Pooley, for the score. Miller kick- 
ed the extra point but the Red Devils 
didn't need it. Time was against the 
Crusaders and though they started an- 
other march which in all probability 
would have culminated in another 
score, if time allowed, the gun ending 
the game halted their attack on the 
Dickinson 30 yard line. 

Of course, we've never seen any Sus- 
quehanna games in the past other than 
last year, but we'd venture a guess 
that the football that is being played 
this year is of the most sensational 
variety a Crusader team has ever 
played. With the boys catching on to 
the Stagg system, their attack seems 
unstoppable — Haverford couldn't do it, 
and Saturday, the Red Devils were 
hopeless against it. The only flaw 
seems to be the defense which at time 
appears as helpless as the offense is 
potent. In all fairness to the Crusad- 
ers, though, in all three games thus 
far they have run up against excep- 
tionally good lines. 

There were a number of Crusaders 
who stood out and avoidance of the 
mention of their names is only be- 
cause of lack of space. Jim Peters, of 
the nimble feet was as elusive as the 



proverbial greased pig, Al Martin turn- 
ed in a fine performance, Eve Zlock 
tooted as a great defensive player, 
proved to all that he's no slouch on 
the offense either, Don Minnich show- 
ed his appreciation of being game cap- 
tain by snagging two touchdown passes 
and continuing his great kickoffs and 
Lou Santangelo was responsible for a 
number of tackles.

TO DEFEAT JUNIATA INDIANS 20-7 



It took three long passes, all from 
the strong right arm of Evan Zlock, 
to turn the trick against Juniata here 
Saturday afternoon as the '-Orange 
and Maroon" chalked up their second 
win of the season before 2,500 Home- 
coming Day rooters with a 20-7 vic- 
tory. 

After the Haverford and Dickinson 
thrillers, any game would seem dull 
and lifeless and such was the case this 
past Saturday as the Crusaders played 
through a rather listless afternoon of 
football. Juniata, although showing a 
weight advantage, undoubtedly was the 
weakest team the Crusaders have met 
thus far, and had the S. U. attack 
been up to par there might have been 
a few more touchdowns on the right 
side of the Susquehanna scoring ledg- 
er. 

Actually, Juniata came a lot closer 
to winning than the score would indi- 
cate. Trailing 13-7, the Huntingdon 
boys started a drive in the fourth 
quarter that began on their own 38 
and moved all the way to the S. U. 9 
before a fumble upset their scoring 
plans. Dick Henderson sweeping the 
Crusader end was hit with a jarring 
tackle by Jim Diaz, fumbled and Dan 
Reese recovered for Susquehanna. A 
score by Juniata at this point might 
have been the turning point in the 
game and may have jolted the Crusad- 
ers out of their complacency. 

The Crusaders were not as impres- 
sive to the homecoming crowd as they 
could have been. Their passing was 
not nearly so sharp as it had been in 
the previous games. They completed 
8 out of 19 aerials while the visitors 
were compiling a record of 5 for 11 
completed passes. For the third 
straight game, Susquehanna was out- 
rushed, but the Staggmen showed a; 
marked advantage in the passing de- 
partment figures. 

Reversing the usual Susquehanna 
tactics, the Crusaders scored early in | 
the first period. After an exchange of; 
punts, S. U. took over on the Juniata i 
43. On the first play, Eve Zlock faded j 
and tossed a long high pass that "Boo" i 
Minnich hauled in with a fine catch | 
as he was jostled by the Indian safety- 
man on the ten, and went over for the 
score. Don Wissinger entered the 
game and added the extra point. 

A long boot by Jim Peters put the 
visiting Redmen in a spot again in 
the same canto, and when "Fuzzy" 
Everhart was forced to kick, the Cru- 
saders took over on their own 43, 
moved to the Juniata 46 and booted 
again; Litzinger fumbled the kick on 
the 15 and the Crusaders taking the 
ball at that point had a golden scor- 



ing opportunity but they missed the 
boat. After a line plunge and two in- 
complete aerials had gained nothing, 
Don Wissinger came into the game to 
attempt a field goal: at this point, the 
referee made it a little more difficult 
for the "toe" by penalizing Susque- 
hanna for too much time in the 
huddle. Wissinger's attempt was right 
on the target but fell a few feet short 
and Susquehanna still led 7-0. 

Late in the second quarter, Juniata 
started an air attack of her won, mov- 
ing from her own 42 to the Susque- 
hanna 23. From there, Mike Dzvonar 
tossed to Chabody on the ten for a 
first down. After three attempts to 
tain, Juniata passed on the last down 
and Al Martin came to the rescue by 
swiping the aerial and bringing it 
back to the Juniata 35 as the half 
ended. 

Jim Peters and Eve Zlock did all 
the work themselves in the scoring of 
S. U.'s second TD. Starting from their 
ten, Jim Peters dodged his way to a 
first down on the 25. Zlock faked a 
pass and drove to the 45. Eve then 
plunged to the midfield stripe. At this 
point, the boys must have figured 
running was a waste of time because 
with one long toss, Zlock to Peters, 
the Crusaders had another touchdown.

A poor kick by Susquehanna set up 
the lone Juniata tally.

A word to the wise isn't always suf- 
ficient. It seems that one-half mil- 
lion veterans have walked off with 
fifty million dollars. Some of them 
collected money for the time when 
their training was interrupted, and 
others did it in various other illegal 
ways. A good share of this over-pay- 
ment has been the result of students 
failing to keep the V. A. informed, 
with no direct intent to defraud. The 
immediate cause does not remove the 
condition, however, which should be 
remedied now, before vets who col- 
lected over-payments have to be told. 
The consequences may not be pleas- 
ant for the vet who delays. 

You're looking for good news, I 
know, but there are some things which 
have to be told and this is one of 
them. A large portion of the GI's had 
payment on their income taxes post- 
poned while they were in the service 
and were given until six months after 
discharge to make good. Some have 
taken that allotted six months and 
more, without taking any action. The 
Bureau of Internal Revenue is way 
behind in its tabulations but its work 
is complete and exhaustive; so it might 
be well to get on their right side be- 
fore they have to remind you. If 
you're not sure of your status, the 
nearest representative will be glad to 
advise you. 

Veterans who are becoming weary of 
civilian life might be reconciled by 
such articles as "Our Next Pearl Har- 
bar," appearing In the October "At- 
lantic Monthly," or "Blueprint for 
World War III," in the October "Amer- 
ican Legion Magazine." To those who 
may have forgotten what the service 
was like, an interesting article, "Why 
I Resigned from Annapolis," also ap- 
pears in the late "Atlantic Monthly." 
Reading and intelligent thinking can 
keep us out of uniform if enough of 
us indulge. Let's begin now!

Walton is Rescued from 
Burning Building 

At the very moment the Men's Stu- 
dent Council was discussing tire drills 
at a meeting in G. A., early last 
Might, a tire broke out in nearby 
Selinsgrove Hall. The alarm was 
turned in by Lee Hebel at five min- 
utes to seven. It is suspected that 
a defect in the wiring system may 
have caused the blaze which reached 
such proportions that it is doubtful 
that the building can be rehabilitated. 
Lucius Walton Overcome by Smoke 

Lucius Walton, of Hackensack, N. J., 
a freshman resident of Selinsgrove 
Hall, was overcome by smoke while 
lighting the fire on the blazing third 
lioor. When he realized that everyone 
else had evacuated that part of the 
building, he attempted to escape the 
inferno by way of the northern fire 
escape. There he was hit with full 
lorce in the stomach by water from 
I he hoses. He stumbled to the stair- 
case and collapsed on the third floor 
landing with fire and smoke eddying 
all about him. A tragedy was narrowly 
averted when Burleigh Peters and Ed- 
ward Bresnock, also fighting the fire, 
stumbled over the inert figure. With 
Emil Weiler, Charles Bailes, and James 
Reilly they carried Walton from the 
building. Artificial respiration was ad- 
ministered by Harry Culp. Walton 
was later carried to Hassinger Hall 
where a doctor aided by Miss Hein 
revived him. Walton has completely 
recovered from his terrifying experi- 
ence. 
Dr. Smith's Statement 

In a statement to the press, Dr. G. 
Morris Smith said, "The building is * 
practically a total loss. It is a ques- 
tion whether or not it can be rehabili- 
tated. All important records have 
been removed. Students have com- 
bined valiantly with six fire companies 
to help extinguish the fire. The build- 
ing is covered by insurance." Dr. 
Smith estimated the replacement value 
of the building at $200,C00. 
Students Lose Belongings 

Several students lost all their per- 
sonal belongings in the blaze; others 
wecr able to remove only their most 
valuable effects before the fire made 
further removal imnossible. 

Fire Starts in Attic 

Eye-witnesses of the first signs of 
fire believe that it started in the cen- 
tral part of the attic. Lee Hebel and 
other students who live in the build- 
ing stated that lights had gone out 
some time before supper. They also 
reported that they had been troubled 
with blown fuses and defective lighting 
several times during the past week

Hartwick's once-beaten Iroquois out- 
gained Susquehanna (295 yds.- 175 
yds.), had more first downs .14-6) and 
in general, pushed the Crusaders all 
over the field, but the amazing Sus- 
quehanna eleven, despite all this, reg- 
istered their third victory of the seas- | 
on before 1500 Oneonta fans on a 
muddy, slippery gridiron. 

It was Les Venner, freshman tackle, 
who became the days hero when he 
picked up a kick blocked by Bolig in 
the third quarter and scampered 37 
yards for a touchdown. When Wissing- 
er added the point, the Crusaders had 
the ball game but not before they had 
sweated the proverbial bullets as a 
Hartwick drive in the final period 
stalled on the 3 yard line. 

The damp, dismal day at Oneonta 
was not the ideal setup for the Cru- 
saders' razzle dazzle type play. With 
a wet field, the ball waas often damp 
and hard to throw and the soggy turf 
slowed the Crusaders' high scoring at- 
tack to a standstill. 

After the opening klckoff by Sus- 
quehannaa, Hartwick could not move 
the ball and attempted to punt but 
Bob Bolig broke through to partially 
block the kick and the Crusaders took 
over on the H. C. 32. A series of plays 
moved the skin to the 20. Then as 
Zlock heaved to Peters, the blond scat- 
back fumbled and the Iroquois recov- 
ered. Hartwick, taking full advantage 
of the Susquehanna miscue, marched 
from deep in their own territory all 

he way to the S. U. one yard stripe 
where Bob Foote plunged over on a 
quarterback sneak for the first and 
only Hartwick score. Jim Peters broke 
through the line to block the conver- 
sion attempt. 

The third period was a see-saw battle 
which finaally saw the Crusaders score 
their touchdown and the winning 
point. Bob Foote, in attempting to 
kick had his punt blocked again by 
Bob Bolig and an alert Leslie Venner, 
reserve tackle, picked up the bouncing 
ball and raced 37 yards before he was 
tackled in the end zone. Don Wissing- 
er place kicked the extra and decid- 
ing marker. (It was the ninth con- 
version in 12 attempts for the Al- 
toona sophomore.) 

In the fourth period, the big Hart- 
wick team started to pile drive 
through the Crusaader forward wall 
again and began a sustained 62 yard 
march which stalled on the Cruseader 
3 yard line. With fourth down com- 
ing up, the Iroquois attempted to pass, 
had a man in the clear in the end zone, 
but threw the ball wide and the game 
was saved for Ol' S. U. 

In the waning minutes, the Crusad- 
ers provided a comedy angle to the 



game although the S. U. antics were 
no laughing matter to the Hartwick 
eleven. Taking plenty of time in the 
huddle, the Crusaders came out fin- 
ally, snapped the ball to Zlock who 
took it, trotted up to the line and then 
fell flat on his face. With the game 
just about over, Al Martin entered the 
contest, took the ball on a wide end 
sweep and went into a swan dive just 
before he was hit, as the ball game 
ended. The Crusaders fiddled while 
Hartwick burned. 

The outstanding man on the field 
this past Saturday was Jim Diaz, who 
was in the Hartwick backfield as much 
as the four regular backs on the 
Oneonta team. Diaz has no peer when 
it comes to aggressive, defensive play. 
Les Venner, besides scoring the only j 
Crusader touchdown, turned in a fine 
performance in the Crusader forward 
wall. Earl Bernstine was "Johnny on 
the Spot" in backing up the line and 
it was only a slippery field that kept 
Jim Peters from breaking away for 
long gains. 

Susquehanna did not emerge from 
this game without her share of in- 
juries. Don Minnich received a badly 
sprained ankle early in the game and 
will definitely not play this week. 
Peters and Reigle both suffered shoul- 
der separations. Pete will miss the 
Wagner game and Johnny Reigle, in 
all probability, will be out for the seas- 
on. 

Hartwick had lost but one game and 
hnd only been scored on once prior to 
the contest with Susquehanna. The 
Tronuois had rolled up 88 points in 
their five wins this season. 

Next week, Wagner College, fresh 
from a triumph over Upsala, comes to 
Susquehanna and Coach Stagg plans 
to use a starting lineup composed 
mostly of new men. The Crusaders 
should win this one but the spirited 
Susquehanna eleven has been flirting 
with Fate all season long and the 
Old Dame might have it in for them 
this Saturday.

Bob 
was born in Sunbury some twenty- 
three years ago, and, while still very 
young, moved with his parents to 
Hummel's Wharf, where he has since 
made his home. He attended Selins- 
grove High School and played three 
years of varsity football, participating 
also in basketball. He finished his high 
school days in 1942 and started at S. U. 
that fall. Bob saw plenty of action 
with the Crusaders back in those days 
since there were only two centers on 
the entire squad. 

Bob had previously enlisted in the 
Naval Air Corps and was called to 
active duty early in the year of 1943. 
He survived the stiff training given to 
Aviation Cadets and became an en- 
sign piloting a Navy torpedo bomber 
in the South Pacific.

In the first place, elections are 
usually held at 12:30 or 12:45 without 
any build-up announcements.

to be molded into a prince or a hill- 
billy, as the case may be; and not for 
a moment must he allow himself to 
slip out of character or let his own 
character creep into his portrayal. 

Then comes the setting of the stage. 
There are flats to paint, draperies and 
pictures to be hung, and furniture to 
be placed, all according to the plan 
for the particular play. This must all 
be done a few days before the produc- 
tion and so the work goes on at a high 
pace. Things must be done rapidly. 

In conjunction with stage craft goes 
property. This is the group that gets 
all the items needed to make the ac- 
tion possible. Everything from furni- 
ture to pencils must be secured. Where 
to get it is the problem. It must see 
that everything gets on the stage and 
that it gets back where it belongs. 

The lighting committee takes care 
of both spots and colored lights and 
sees that the right ones get turned on 
at the right time. It works in con- 
junction with stage craft. 

Next comes make-up. This requires 
real skill. <If you think it easy to 
make a 19-year-old look 40, try it 
sometime.) There are all sorts of 
make-up tricks and you use them all. 

And finally, there is the publicity 
committee. It sees that signs are 
painted and posted, that announce- 
ments are made concerning the play, 
and that the play bill is prepared. It 
also makes up the tickets and sells 
them. 

All these things go into making the 
play a success and are just as neces- 
sary as the dialogue itself. 

Everything must run in harmony 
and the problems that come up 
shouldn't happen to a dog! In fact, 
by now I imagine that Mr. Kleinsorg 
has pulled enough gray hair to make 
a wig.

Biographies are usually dull and un- 
interesting, but let us review just a 
few of the facts in the life of Dale 
Bringman to prove his abilities. Dale's 
home is in Hanover, Pennsylvania. 
While attending the Hanover High 
School, he was an active member on 
the debate team. Under the leadership 
of their debate director this team won 
many awards. The highlight of this 
team's achievements was the partici- 
pation in the National Forensic League 
speech tournament in Lexington, Ken- 
tucky. Dale first tried his hand at 
parliamentary procedure when he was 
elected president of his class for the 
sophomore and senior years. Upon 
graduation from high school, Dale 
was chosen the best all-round student 
In his class. This award, bestowed 
upon him for both extra-curricular 
and scholastic achievements, is a much 
coveted prize MMn| the high school 
students. 

Bringman came to S. U. in the fall 
of 1942. He lived in Hassinger Hall 
i then a boys' dormitory i until he was 
called to the service in the spring of 
19411. After discharge from the army, 
Dale resumed his studies in April, 
1946. 

Always being a good student, Dale 
takes his place among the top few in 
his classes. This is exemplified by his 
admission to Pi Gamma Mu in the 
siiring of '47. During the school year 
'46-47, Dale resumed his studies in 
debating here at S. U. under Dr. Gil- 
bert. He was an influential member 
on the team in the several intercol- 
legiate debating contests. That Dale 
is a leader cannot be disputed, for in 
the spring of '47 he was elected to the 
presidency of Theta Chi Fraternity, 
the fraternity to Which he pledged 
before entering the service in '43. Prob-

In 
August of 1924, he made his debut as 
Rodolfo in Puccini's "La Boheme," In 
Livorno. The press was cordial, though 
restrained. He learned a lot by this 
performance, and in subsequent per- 
formances throughout Europe. 

When Mr. Jagel sang in Milan, an 
audition was arranged for Glulio Gattl- 
Casazza, general manager of the Met- 
ropolitan in New York. Gatti wanted 
to engage him then and there for the 
Metropolitan and he was offered a con- 
tract. He made his debut as Rhadames 
on election day of 1927 and since then 
has arisen to great fame. 

In Seibert Chapel next Monday night 
Mr. Jagel will sing famous operatic 
selections and will be accompanied on 
the piano by Robert Payson Hill.

CRUSADERS SHOW STRONG RESERVES 
IN ROLLING OVER WAGNER 35 ■ 6 



Coach Stagg used everyone but 
Managers Al Henderson and Willie 
Van Dyke as Susquehanna adminis- 
tered a 35-6 pummeling to Wagner Col- 
ege of Staten Island, N. Y. The game 
was played before 1000 spectators who 
had ignored the heavy morning rains 
and a chill afternoon to watch the 
Crusaders notch their third straight 
victory. 

It was the biggest score the "Orange 
and Maroon" has racked up this year 
and the highest in the Wagner series. 
Susquehanna had little trouble with 
their New York rivals and completed 
passes and ran for gains almost at 
will, as they pushed two touchdowns 
over the goal in the first quarter, add- 
ed another in the second, and notched 
two more six-pointers in the final 
canto. 

Don Wissinger turned in a fine all- 
around performance. The Wiss, be- 
sides booting five extra points, snagged 
a number of O'Gara passes, two of 
them for touchdowns. Bob O'Gara's 
arm was in rare shape this past Sat- 
urday. O G. heaved no less than four 
touchdown passes and when he wasn't 
flinging the pigskin, showed consider- 
able adeptness in lugging it. Most 
everyone had a field day as the Stagg 



system had the Wagner men running 
around in circles and talking to them- 
selves, in their attempt to cover elig- 
ible Crusader pass receivers. 

Hardly had the fans settled in their 
seats when the Crusaders picked up 
their first score. The "Green and i 
White," punting from their 18 found 
Bob Bolig in their way and the Cru- 1 
saders recovered the blocked kick on | 
the Wagner 10. (Bolig. who blocked 
two kicks at Hartwick may lay claim 
to the blockingest center in these 
parts). From here, O'Gara tossed to 
Don Wissinger for a touchdown.

Wagner College came to life midway 
through the second period to notch 
their only score. Moving the ball from 
the S. U. 45 to deep in Crusader terri- 
tory, their advance was temporarily 
halted when Flickinger intercepted a 
pass on the 12. Two plays later, how- 
ever, Wagner had the ball back when 
Hayes intercepted a Zlock aerial and 
lugged it back to the 20. Wagner 
passed their way within the S. U. five 
yard line but here the Crusader for- 
ward wall made a beautiful goal-line 
stand and on fourth down, Gene Hag- 
gerty was forced to resort to passing 
and flipped a toss to Jim Gilmartin, 
who made a fine one-handed catch in 
the end zone for the score. Bemstine 
broke through to block the conversion 
attempt. 

At this point, Wagner might just as 
well have picked up their marbles and 
gone home because from here in. it 
was all Susquehanna. Chet Rowe took 
the kickoff back to the S. U. 41. Bob 
O'Gara faked a pass and picked up a 
first down on the Wagner 48. The 
freshman tosser then tossed to Al 
Martin on the 20. On second down, 
O'Gara uncorked a long pass that Gil 
Doerzbacher attempted to block but 
succeeded only in slipping it up in 
the air, and little Chet Rowe picked 
it out of the ozone and dashed over for 
the t. d. Wissinger sent another per- 
fect placement through the uprights. 

After the halftime recess, the Cru- 
saders took the kickoff, marched from 
their own 16 to the Wagner 25, but 
here their attack stalled and the vis- 
itors took over. The third period re- 
mained scoreless but as it came to a 
close, Susquehanna found herself once 
again knocking at the scoring door, 
having the ball on the "Green and 
White" 30. 

Four plays after the beginning of 
the fourth period, S. U. tallied again. 
The scoring play was an O'Gara pass 
to Earl Bernstine, who dodged over 
from the 15. Wissinger attempted the 
inversion— the score 28-6. 

Late in the period the Crusaders 
wound up a busy scoring afternoon 
when speedy Ken Orr, who had missed 
a touchdown against Juniata by a 
couple of yards, executed a 12 yard 



spurt around right end into pay dirt. 
Wissinger booted the extra point and 
the ball game was all wrapped up, 
35-6. 

Next week the Crusaders wind up 
their season against Allegheny, and no 
matter what the outcome, the Crusad- 
ers have assured themselves of a very 
fine season. Their record now stands 
at four victories, one loss and u tie. 
The game this Saturday at University 
Field should be one of the standout 
contests of the year, as the teams ap- 
pear evenly matched. Allegheny and 
Susquehanna both met Dickinson ear- 
lier in the season. The Gators tied the 
Red Devils 14-14 and who will ever 
forget Dickinson's last period 33-27 
thrill packed victory over the Crusad- 
ers. 

SIDE LINE SLANTS— "Sharky" Ros- 
etti broke into the Crusader lineup 
and did a good job in the S. U. for- 
ward wall.— Wissinger's 5 conversions 
in b attempts raised his season total 
to 14 out of 17, or an .824 percentage.— 
Jim Peters, sidelined because of a 
shoulder injury, did more worrying as 
he ran up and down the sidelines than 
he ever did in a same. — Most vicious 
tackling of the day award goes to Zlock 
and Diaz. Eve put a guy otit of the

in the starting lineup.— Gil Devine in- 
tercepted a pass in the last quarter 
and almost scored; referee ruled De- 
vine stepped out on 30 yd. line.

The first copy was presented to 
Harold E. Stassen. former governor of 
Minnesota and president of the Inter- 
national Council since 1942, by Dean 
Luther A. Weigle, Yale University Div- 
inity School, at a ceremonial presen- 
tation at Columbus, Ohio. Dr. Weigle 
is chairman of the Standard Bible 
Committee, which made the revision. 

The one millionth copy of the Re- 
vised Standard Version was presented 
to Pastor Martin Niemoeller of Ger- 
many last February when he addressed 
i he opening session of the 25th annual 
meeting of the International Council. 

Thomas Nelson and Sons, New York 
City, are the publishers of the new 
version. 



Navigator of First 
Atomic Raid Addresses 
S. U. Biemic Society 

At the regular monthly meeting of 
he Biemic Society, a colored film of 
the atomic bomb test at Bikini was 
iresented. The film revealed the ex- 
haustive preparation for these tests on 
he part of Army, Navy, and Air Force 
jersonnel. The film also showed vivid 
and impressive scenes of the actual 
bomb explosions as well as the de- 
struction to the test ships anchored 
in or near the target area. 

Immediately following the moving 
picture, Mr. Theodore Van Kirk, navi- 
gator on the plane which dropped the 
first atomic bomb on Hiroshima, spoke 
informally to the members of the so- 
iety. He related his experiences and 
observations on that history making 
flight that jarred the world. Several 
months afterward, Mr. Van Kirk made 
l tcur of the two Japanese cities on 
which the atomic bombs were dropped, 
de was amazed at the destruction 
caused by heat and radioactivity from 
these bombs and the suffering of the 
Japanese people who inhabited these 
cities. 

Mr. Van Kirk is now enrolled at 
Bucknell University, where he is taking 
a course in engineering. Before enter- 
ing the service, he had spent one year 
at Susquehanna.

Working conditions in the Bethle- 
hem Wire-Rope Plant in Williamsport, 
Pa., are excellent in the opinion of the 
modern social problems class after a 
fieldtrip to that industry November 13. 

The class taught by Prof. Frederick 
C. Stevens made the trip by automo- 
bile, arriving there at 3:30 p. m. The 
assistant superintendent conducted the 
class through the mill, explaining the 
entire process of making wire-rope 
from the time the mill receives the 
wire strands to the finished product. 

Upon entering the mill each person 
was given a pass and a pair of glasses 
to prevent flying particles from hitting 
the eyes. The first process was that 
of cleaning and lubricating the wire. 
This proved to be hard on the nose 
because of the acid fumes. The wire 
was then drawn to the proper size and 
bundled and sent to the rope mill by 
means of an overhead tram. In the 
mill proper the wire is spun into larger 
wire and then spun into wire-rope. 

Everyone was amazed at the con- 
ditions offered the employes and the 
treatment given them. The machines 
are being painted in light gay colors 
such as is seen in the modern homes 
of today. Lunch wagons come through 
at regular intervals selling light 
lunches. There is no labor trouble, and 
everyone seems to be very well pleased 
vuih the wages and hours. 

The members of the class have learn- 
ed that cables and wire-rope are two 

different items.

William Clark, a senior from Blooms- 
burg, has been making ati extensive 
research and is gathering material for 
a book which he hopes to have pub- 
lished within the next two years. The 
work will be entitled "A History of Sus- 
quehannaa University." Mr. Clark was 
commissioned by the Board of Trustees 
in April, 1947, and began work almost 
immediately. Two weeks ago the first 
of fifteen chapters was completed. 

The book will be divided into three 
main divisions: the founding of the 
Missionary Institute in 1858, early his- 
tory up to 1928, and modern Susque- 
hanna from 1928 to date. These div- 
isions are purely arbitrary and are 
only used for the convenience of the 
reader. It is expected that the book 
will contain more than 3C0 pages. 

When asked about the work involved 
Mr. Clark said that he has spent a 
jreat deal of time in the school library 
pouring over faded letters which date 
:ack as far as 1853. He said that while 
the work is very fascinating, there are 
times when it is extremely difficult to 
decipher some of the old style hand- 
writing. In this connection we would 
like to say that he is using primary 
sources exclusively. 

During the course of his research, 
Mr. Clark has run across many inier- 
esting legends, but since his book will 
he historical rather thin fictional, he 
plans to use no information unless 
there is evidence to support it. Mr. 
Clark revealed, however, that the book 
will not be purely a sequence of events, 
but also it will be an account of the 
dally life among the students. To il- 
lustrate this, one chapter is entitled 
Campus Life at Missionary Institute." 

After Pvt n ,, wting ::!! the ;..,„uu.fco of 
S. U.'s library, further research may 
necessitate trips to Baltimore, Loys- 
ville, and Harrisburg. 

Mr. Clark gives much credit to Dr. 
A. H. Wilson, Dr. W. A. Russ. and Dr. 
R. W. Gilbert for their continued co- 
operation and also to his wife, who has 
spent many hours taking notes and 
typing. 

At present Mr. Clark is living in 
Bloomsburg. He was graduated from 
Glen-Nor High School, Glenolden, Pa., 
in 1937. He entered Central College. 
Pella, Iowa, and at the end of his 
freshman year was drafted into the 
army. For four years he was in the 
European Campaign. Upon his return, 
he attended Swarthmore College for a 
short period and later transferred to 
S. U. where he is now majoring in his- 
tory, Upon graduation he plans to go 
to the University of Pennsylvania for 
graduate work. He is 28 yean of age 
and hopes to make teaching and writ- 
ing of history his life work.

Pepsi-Cola to Grant 

26 Scholarships to 

College Seniors 

Iwenty-six new graduate fellowships, 
each oi which will pay full tuition and 
$750 a year for three years, are being 
offered to college seniors this year for 
the first time by the Pepsi-Cola Schol- 
arship Board. 

Like the four-year-old Pepsi-Cola 
four-year college scholarship program, 
winners of which are now attending 
152 colleges, this new fellowship pro- 
gram has as its purpose the discovering 
of students of unusual ability and help- 
ing them to secure further education. 
Both programs are administered by an 
Independent group of educators known 
as the Pepsi-Cola Scholarship Board 
and are offered as a service to Anier- 
caii youth by the Pepsi-Cola Compan> 
upon the recommendation of its presi- 
dent. Walter S. Mack. Jr. 

Any college student who will receive 
a bachelor's degree during the school 
year 1947-48 from a college or univer- 
sity in the United States may apply 
for one of the new fellowships, accord- 
ing to an announcement made by John 
M. Stalnaker, professor of psychology 
■it Stanford University and director of 
the Pepsi-Cola Scholarship program. 
Winners will be selected on the basis 
of their promise of outstanding 
achievement in later life as evidenced 
by their under-graduate records and 
recommendations as to character, per- 
sonality, and qualities of leadership, 
the announcement states, and the fel- 
lowships will be limited to those stu- 
dents wlio have financial need. 

The fellowships may be used at any 
accredited graduate of professional 
school in the United States or Canada 
and in any field of study which will 
lead to an M.A., Ph.D.. M.D., or other 
advanced professional degree. Fellow- 
ship holders must enter graduate 
IChooU no later than the fall of 1948 
md the) must pursue a continuous 
uui normal program of work. 

Six winners will be chosen b\ ■elec- 
tion commit tees of professors from 
■ach of four geographic regions, and 
two Negro winners will be selected 
from graduates of Negro colleges lo 

the United States. Negro seniors in 
Other colleges will be eligible for the 
six fellowships to bf awarded in that 
particular region. 

Seniors who may wish to apply tor 
one of these fellowships ma> obtain ap- 
plication forms from the dean of their 
individual colleges or by writing to the 
Pepsi-Cola Scholarship Board, a32 
Emerson street. Palo Alto, California 
Completed applications with official 
transcripts of credits and other re- 
quired information must be received 
by the Hoard not later than January 1. 
1948, Winners will be announced 
March 15.

it was brought from the original Greek, 
Arabic, and Hebrew languages into the 
Vulgate, the Latin translation which is 
used by the Catholic Church today. 
Furthering his resume of the history 
of Biblical translations. Dr. Swaim re- 
viewed the dramatic story of the trans- 
lation of Martin Luther's Bible into 
German vernacular of his time follow- 
ed by the accounts of several English 
translations of which Wycliffe's Bible 
as well as Tyndale's and Coverdale's 
translations and the King James Ver- 
sion held a prominent position. 

With these as a precedent, the speak- 
er justified the work of the American 
Standard Bible Committee in their re- 
vision of the New Testament and point- 
ed out many specific instances where- 
in this Revised Standard Version of 
the New Testament can help one to 
understand the scriptures better. That 
this version of the New Testament is 
authentic was made clear by the fact 
that it was translated principally from 
manuscripts from the second, third, 
and fourth centuries, whereas other 
translations, for example, the King 
James Version, were taken from later 
manuscripts. 

Dr. Swaim is a professor of New 
Testament literature and exegesis at 
Western Theological Seminary in Pitts- 
burgh. He is also an educational rep- 
resentative for the International Coun- 
cil nf Religious Education in Ohicauo.

Mountain Out of Molehills 

November 22. 1947 
Dear Editor: 

As I read the letter by J. R. in last 
week's publication, I couldn't but 
think of the people over the world to- 
day who would be grateful for one 
fraction of our "inadequate" facilities. 
I don't mean to make light of J. R.'s 
argument, but I do think it was very 
narrow in its scope. (How one can 
criticise class room conditions and not 
even mention G. A. is beyond my com- 
prehension.) 

I also don't see how a person could 
stop his criticism on our own campus. 
In Europe and Asia, in far too many- 
places, students are studying without,

Westervelt re- 
laliated for the varsity by going on a 
solo run and swishing a long one 
through to make the score 15-2. The

School, the other. The varsity con- 
tinued their lead with Solomon, Wes- 
tervelt, and Haupt getting one apiece.

Hospodor opened the third quarter 
scoring for the varsity by sinking a 
nice set shot from the right corner.

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ALFRED MASSACRES CRUSADER FIVE 
WHICH TIRES RAPIDLY IN 2ND HALF

Before 1600 fans at the Alfred Uni- 
versity Gym, Susquehanna University 
was humiliated by a well-coached Sax- 
on team by a score of 60 to 26 Satur- 
day night. 

It seems incredible that the high 
scoring Crusader outfit could be held 
to 26 points, but in the game that 
night, Susquehanna would have had 
trouble beating the Selinsgrove High 
School jayvees. There was not the 
,sli°htest hint of the teamwork that 
swept the Crusaders of last year 
through the best season in the history 
of the school. 

Undoubtedly the prime factotr in the 
defeat was the way the S. U. boys 
tired. Trailing by only five points at the 
half, the Crusaders collapsed com- 
pletely in the last half as the Saxons 
turned on their fast break. 

The Saxon five was big and fast. I 
They were paced by Bill O'Donnell, ' 
G'2" guard, who looped 20 points 
through the cords, and by Dick McNam- 
ara, who collected 17 markers. The 
advantage of height held by Alfred 
was apparent at the outset of the game. 
John Hospodar performed yeoman 
service under the backboard, but the 
pace began to tell on him in the second 
half; and, with Hospodar helpless, the 
Crusader defense was ripped to shreds. 

The game started with the Saxons 
dropping in the first bucket, but 
Meiffer came right back to knot the 
count on a long set shot. The score 
see sawed back and forth and, at 
half-time, the Saxons were on the 
long end of a 24-19 count. 

In the second half the Crusader at- 
tack turned from hapless to futile. It 
was almost 12 MINUTES before the 
Crusaders were able to score In the 
second half. In the meantltme, Al- 
fred University was having a field day 
dunking in peepers as the tired Stagg- 
men groped their way down the court. 
The f.oor at the Alfred Gym was very 
large and yet S. U. used but seven 
men. In the third quarter, repeated 
time-outs were called In order to wipe 
the coating of dust from the men's 
tongues. 

You can't give excuses for a game 
like that. Alfred was good and fast; 



but the Crusaders were, in the vernacu- 
lar of the streets, lousy. It Isn't that 
the team doesn't have the ability— 
against the Sunbury Mercuries in a 
recent scrimtrage, they were extremely 
impressive and actually outscored the 
powerful pro boys. And against Buck- 
nell In practice sessions they looked 
yood in streaks. Something was defin- 
itely wrong on Saturday night though. 
Possibly it was a combination of fac- 
tors — riding several hundred miles be- 
fore a game, the very busy rush week 
which just passed, and the absence of 
Eve Zlock. But whatever the cause, 
let's hope that this was the one bad 
game the Crusaders had to get out of 
their system and that they will be 
hitting their stride on Wednesday 
ni^.ht when they tangle with the 
Gettysburg Bullets.

Now that wide-spread collars are ap- 
pearing on new shirts, more and more 
of you fellows are trying to tie the 
Windsor Knot. We say "trying" — be- 
cause many of the Windsor knots we've 
seen look potted, not knotted. 

So . . . here are a few simple sketches 
from the Varsity Magazine Fashion 
Note- Book that show exactly how the 
Windsor knot should be tied. 

1. Looking into the mirror null the 
tie through the collar so that the 
wide end hangs a little over two- 
thirds longer than the narrow end. 

2. Start like a bow tie, putting the 
long end around the narrow end, 
carefully. 

3. Now take the wide end and pull 
around to the right (following ar- 
row) under and over. 

4. Pull carefully into a knot, to 
form a perfect V. 

5. This is the way the tie should 
look before you complete the last 
step. Note perfect V. Now take 
wide end and follow arrow, mak- 
ing certain V is kept tight and 
neat. 

6. Take the wide end up and 
through the center knot < follow- 
ing arrow), as you would tie an 
ordinary knot. 

7. On completion ends should be 
even. Here you have the finished 
and perfectly proportioned Windsor 



knot. 

Simple . . . but you'd be surprised

One of the principal causes for selecting December 25th as a settled date, 
was that almost all Western nations regarded the winter solstice as the turning 
point of the year, when new powers in nature began to become active again 
after winter's sleep. 

The Nordics observed their Yule-feast in commemoration of the fiery 
.sun-wheel, believing that during this period they could trace the movements 
and influences of the god Odin and other gods. 

The Romans celebrated their Saturnalia at this time. 
But the church sought to banish the deep rooted heathen feeling by ! 
pointing strongly to the Sun of Righteousness, thus transferring the idea 
of the solstice to the birthday of Christ. The soundness of this psychological < 
moment is apparent. 

The present date , December 25th, can be traced back in Rome to about , 
350 A. D. It was called "Christ's Mass;" hence "Christmas" became the 
present designation. 

Grandly devised liturgy, manger songs, carols and Christmas dramas 
sprang up during the centuries that followed. These degenerated in later 
times into feastings, special Christmas meats and dishes, and into the cust >ms 
of reciprocal presents. 

The custom of decorating churches and houses with holly and evergreen 
is an ancient one. 

Virgil (Geor. II, 389 > portrays distinctly the Christmas tree with its pendent; 
toys and mannikins. It wended its way westward to Germany where the! 
Roman legions are said to have introduced it. Thence it spread to the entire 
Western world. The French Noel is derived from the Latin "natalis" ("dies"), 1 
birthday. 

Christmas Ls celebrated as one of the principal festivals of most Christian 
churches and as ■ social holiday wherever Christians are found. 

No matter how much of the customs of paganism has gotten mixed up 
in it, it is still the occasion for wild delights of the little folks, and for the 
grownups the deep seated jovousness in the gift of God to man, the Saviour. 
Alas, the commercialization of this sacred season is deeply to be regretted 
by all true believers in the higher values of Christnas. For if Christ is left 
out, Whtt is there to celebrate? Are we not housing the chaff and burning 
the grain? 

But when families and customs, and memories, and love for God and 
man are blended together in what might be called a true Christmas Spirit, 
active throughout this season and the entire year, then there will be kindness 
and understanding and "Peace On Earth, Among Men of Good Will."

the other on January 11, 1948." 

Further details concerning the charge 
against Sladek were revealed to the 
Susquehanna late last night by SheriT 
Palmer Dinius of Middleburg follow- 
ing an intensive questioning of the 
17 year old youth by District Attorney 
Horace Vought and Sheriff Dinius.

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EDITORIAL 

Limits . . . Two Views 

William Ellery Leonard was so constantly in fear of meeting with some 
accident -and h" himself dramatized his fear into an eccentricity of public 
ooteJthat he ultimately confined himself to his home. He yearned to travel, 
but his fear left him only the nostalgic dream of remote distances. The 
greater his fear, the more closely he limited his movements so that, whereas 
be once allowed himself the run of the town, he gradually reduced his radius 
to the three or four blocks between the classroom where he taught and the 
place where he lived and, at last, to his house alone. 

G. K. Chesterton had a point of view on limits, too. In his autobiography 
he dwells at some length on the idea that nan wilfully sets himself certain 
limits. He cites for example a child who will deliberately choose to step only 
on alternate paving stones or play an elaborate game In the corner of one 
room although he has the whole house to run in. 

At first glance the distinction between Leonard and Chesterton is not 
apparent. In general, the premise that there are self-imposed limits to life ! 
leads to the seemingly inevitable conclusion that such limits must frustrate] 
the individual. Certainly that was true for William Ellery Leonard. The ; 
smaller the area of his activity, the greater the fear that possessed him; the 1 
stricter the limits, the more powerful became the dream— to the point of ob- j 
session— of traveling. 

To Chesterton, such a construction on limits would have been boorish, 
even simple-minded. He claimed a different truth. From his observation 
on the human habit of setting self-imposed limits, he concluded that "the 
game of self-limitation is one of the secret pleasures of life." For Leonard, 
limits became a shackle to his wishes. For Chesterton, limits were no hin- 
drance. On the contrary, they were rather a challenge like that implicit in 
the fourteen-line limit of a sonnet which calls forth the full imagination 
and invention of the poet. He saw limits as the means of getting the most 
out of life- JANET STAMM. 

Commission Advocates Intellectual Aristocracy 

'Ihe December 5th edition of the Washington Post contains a report of 
the ( ommission on Life Adjustment Education for Youth. This commission 
was appointed by the Commissioner of Education and we may presume that 
its recommendations will have important repercussions in educational circles.'. 

According to the Post, the terms of the commission are to make recom- 
mendations whereby nigh school! maj "provide adequate training for their 
estimated four million students." The word "training" rather than "educa-

"educated" as well as "trained" citi/ens. Moreover, this great industrial

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Dr. Gilbert Quoted 
By European Author 



Recognition by European scholars 
was given recently to Dr. Russell W. 
Gilbert, professor of German at Sus- 
quehanna University, for his German 
dissertation "Jakob Appet, der Ritter 
unterm Zuber," His book is listed un- 
der Appet in "Deutsches Literatur — 
Lexikon," a biographical reference 
work on the German language and lit- 
erature. 

Dr. Wilhelm Koach, professor at the 
University of Nymwegen in Holland, 
prepared the authoritative lexicon, the 
lirst two parts having been published 
in Berne, Switzerland. It will be com- 
pleted in seven years, with four in- 
stallments each year. The first edition 
in two volumes had been published by 
Niemeyer in Hall in 1930. World War 
II interrupted the appearance of the 
longer second edition. Dr. Kosch, al- 
though his home was destroyed, was 
able to save the manuscripts. 

Dr. Kosch based his comments about 
Appet on Dr. Gilbert's dissertation, 
which is a critical edition and dis- 
cussion of Appet's story in verse writ- 
ten about 1275 in Zurich. Dr. Gilbert 
received his degree from the University 
of Pennsylvania in 1943.

A survey of the enrollment statis- 
tics reveals that the number of civil- 
ian students has increased from 136 
m 1943 to 53iS 1 44 per cent ex-G. I.) 
in 1947. Intervening figures are: 1945 

227, 1946—463. 

36.6 per cent of all S. U. students are 
Lutherans. There are 14 Baptists, 18 
Episcopalians, eight Congregational 
Christians, three Disciples of Christ, 
HO Methodists, 63 Presbyterians, 40 
Reformed, 40 Roman Catholic, seven 
Jewish, 51 others, and 13 with no 
church affiliation. 



The fourth in a series of radio 
broadcasts from the campus of Sus- 
quehanna was presented Thursday af- 
ternoon at 4:15 p. m.

Dr. Zagars is a native of Latvia. He 
was graduated from the University of 
Riga in 1931 with a doctor's degree in I 
economics.

While a member 
of the Latvian trade delegation to j 
Germany, he was also editor of a news- 
paper and a magazine known as "Lat- 
vian Economics." 

During the German occupation of 
Latvia Dr. Zagars was economic, con- 
sultant to the German government in 
Latvia. While in this position, he join- 
ed the underground and through his 
governmental position was able to give 
it much valuable information. All this j 
time he was constantly watched by 
German officials. He was suspected j 
and his hoxe was searched by Ger- 
man officials several times. 

During the confusion of the Russian 
I re-occupation of Latvia, Dr. Zagars es- 
] caped through Czechoslovakia and 
} came in contact with the American 
i army of occupation. He served as eco- 
nomic advisor to the American army. 
Because of his position with the army, 
he was given priority and returned 
with the first ship of Latvian refugees 
to America. In the fal lof 1946 he 
took up his position as professor at 
Susquehanna.

S. U.'s Curriculum 
Gets the New Look 

The second semester begins with a 
few changes in the schedule of courses 

'loinp' nfft>"wl of Rii -innphnnnn WhUe 

only one of these is entirely new, two 
are being taught by a different in- 
structor and one, "Greek Life and 
Thought," a two hour course taught 
by Dr. A. W. Ahl, is being given this 
semester for the first time in ten 
vears. It is a survey of the religious 
and social life of the ancient Greeks. 
Mythology, its influence on English 
literature, and on art in general, the 
social life as expressed in the national 
games, customs, education, public life 
of the citizens, including law and gov- 
ernment will be studied Special em- 
phasis will be placed on Greek contri- 
butions to modern civilisation. This 
^urse is especially valuable as a back- 
ground for those students who plan to 
enter the fields of teaching, law or the 
ministry. 

There are two courses being offered 
in "Personnel." For the Business Ad- 
ministration students, Dr. W. Zagars 
is teaching Personnel Management, 
and for those students enrolled in the 
Liberal Arts, there is a course in Per- 
sonnel Techniques which will be taught 
by the Dean of Women. Miss Hazel 
Beatty. 

Since there is an increasing emphasis 
being placed on psychological testing 
in our high schools today, this course 
is particularly recommended to those 
who plan on teaching. Much of the 
work will include individual testae;, 
scoring and analysis of various stan- 
dardized tests, examples of which are 
the Benet and Kuder Preference Rec- 
ord. 

Judging from the unusual amount of 
interest being shown by the students 
in joining Professor Frederick Stevens' 
"Family" course, the class promises to 
be one of the most lively on campus 
this year. Professor Stevens plans to 
supplement his own lectures with those 
of some outside speakers. He wishes 
particularly to include in these, a law- 
yer and a number of ministers of var- 
ious dntOll illations 

The course will include a study of 
the organization of the tamily be- 
uinning with an analysis of the family 
as it exists in other cultures. The 
greatest emphasis, however, will be 
placed on the modern American fam- 
ily as it appears in our own comulex 
culture. This will entail an analysis 
of marriage and personality develop- 
ment which leads into the realm of 
"ourtship and the choice of a mate. 
Along with this there will be a dis- 
cission on the prediction of marital 
happiness and the problem of marital 
adjustments.

At Gettysburg Lutheran Seminary 



Hear Crusading Speeches by Seminary Tutors 



A group of Susquehanna pre-theo- 
logical students were guests at the an- 
nual fellowship dinner of the Lutheran 
Theological Seminary at Gettysburg, 
Pennsylvania, last Thursday. They 
also were privileged to attend several 
class lectures during the day. 

Rev. Dr. Abdel R. Wentz, president 
of the seminary, served as toastmaster 
at the dinner and welcomed the stu- 
dents from Susquehanna as well as a 
group from Gettysburg College. Greet- 
ings also were extended by Mr. Howard 
Hinkeldey, president of the student 
body of the seminary. A representa- 
tive from each, Susquehanna and Get- 
tysburg, gave a response of thanks. 
Mr. Charles Lady spoke for the Sus- 
quehanna group. 

The address of the evening was giv- 
en by Mr. David R. Perry, personal 
secretary to Governor Duff, of Penn- 
sylvania. Mr. Perry spoke "direct from 
his heart" to the students and guests 
of the seminary. He gave to these 
tuture ministers a layman's ideas of 
life in the material and spiritual as- 
pects. He brought the Maker and 
Creator into a world of practical and 
everyday living and stressed the fact 
that "God's in His heaven: all's right 
with the world. We need only to fol- 
low Him." 

Arriving at the seminary about 10:00 
a. m., the Susquehanna students were 
invited to sit in on several class lec- 
tures and discussion periods. Prob- 
ably the most interesting of these was 
the lecture by Dr. Bertha Paulssen, 
professor of Christian sociology and 
psychology. Dr. Paulssen lectured on 
man's institutions — their relation and 
control of each other down through the 
ages. Lectures by Dr. J. M. Myers, 
professor of Old Testament, and Dr. 
Ralph Heim, professor of Christian 
education and English Bible were also 
heard. 

Dr. Paulssen is a native of Germany 
She came to the United States about 
ten years ago and has taught in severa 
eastern colleges — Gettysburg College 
Included. She has been in practicall. 
all of the major American cities an 
has traveled extensively in many coun 
tries. New York is her favorite cit; 
for the study of socialogical problems 
because of its complexity of culture 
and variety of culture traits. Dr. Paul 
Men visited the campus of Susque- 
hanna shortly after her arrival in tht 
United States. She said. "One of tlu 
things that I remember most about 
Susquehanna is the well-mannered 
table habits — they are the best I have 
ever seen at any college." 

Dr. Hoover, professor of practical 
theology, then took the students on a 
guided tour of the seminary chapel. 
The building is of red brick and In- 
diana limestone trim, built of colonial 
design. The sanctuary is of simple yet 
beautiful design.

On the 
rder slip the title of the book, the 
ublishing house, the date of publica- 
ion, and ths author's name must be 
lcluded. Mter a list of suggested 
ooks is received from the department 
eads of the college, the combined or- 
•f is sent to the jobber. Due to snip- 
ing conditions and the demand for 
ooks. it usually takes a long time for 
'ie order to come through to the lib- 
rary. 

When the new books do arrive, they 
o through "processing" before they 
re ready to be taken out by students. 
T.st of all, it is necessary to check the 
ooks with the bill and the order list 
n order to discover any error. If the 
orrcct books have been received, each 
is assigned a number. This number 
s the accession number and is char- 
acteristic of one particular book be- 
ause there are no two books with the 
•ime number. In each book the data 
from the bill, that is, the author's 
name, the publishing house, the price, 
md the date it was received, is print- 



ever, when a book needs to be rebound, 
it is sent to the binders. 

When periodicals are received, they 

nust be checked in the card index. 

After a certain number have been re- 

eived, they are assembled by volumes, 

ied in bundles, and sent out to be 

bound. 

ooo.-:s in the stack room go through 
he same processing as other books, 
hey are also classified in the same 
icier. Since some of them are not 
ased too often, they are not on the 
.tain shelves while some are dupli 
ates or continuation of other volumes. 
It is necessary for the library to take 
iventory once a year. The entire lib 
;ary is not taken at the same time, but 
,:ie year the regular books are checked 
' nd the next year the periodicals. This 
requires a great deal of work and sev 
ral weeks to cover the entire library 
n this inventory it is quite disap- 
ointing to find several books and per- 
iodicals missing from the shelves each 
ear. This can be remedied by the 
ireful attention of the readers in re- 
urning all books and periodicals which 
uhey borrow. 

Miss Kolpin finds several advantages 
n doing library work.

OBCOOI V. DKNNY, JR. 

W.A.A. SHOW SATURDAY 
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George V. Denny, Jr., founder and 
moderator of "America's Town Meet- 
ing of the Air" and president of New 
York's Town Hall, will speak in Sei- 
bert Hall Chapel, Thursday evening, 
February 12th. Mr. Denny, who is oi- 
f en referred to as "America's Political 
Educator," is a man of many contrasts. 




GEORGE V. DENNY, JR. 

A soft-spoken Southerner, he can be 
as stern as the strictest ringmaster 
when speakers or audiences at his 
radio program get out of line. A man 
if creative imagination, he also is 
very practical. Perhaus this is the 
secret of his success— his ability to 
ombine the dramatic with the factual 
md to look for these qualities in se- 
lecting his speakers and subjects. Be 
( hat as it may, in the more than elev- 
2n years he has had "Town Meeting" 
on the air, he has never failed to give 
the public a lively discussion on vital 
issues of the day. 

Born in Washington, D. C, Denny 
•ittended the University of North Caro- 
ina and received his B.S. degree in 
commerce in 1922. While still an un- 
lergraduate, Denny joined the newly- 
formed Carolina Playmakers which 
subsequently grew to national fame as 
i student acting troupe. As company 
manaaer he eaerned $50 a month with 
which he paid his tuition. He ate by 
managing a boarding house for stu- 
dents and he dressed on the commis- 
sions earned by representing a cloth- 
ing firm. After graduation he served 
as instructor in dramatic productions 
at the University from 1924 to 1926. 

The Playmakers stirred up Denny's 
acting ambitions but, after appearing 
In several Broadway failures, he left 
the stage to take a position as man- 
ager of a lecture bureau. This led to 
he directorship of Columbia Univer- 
sity's Institute of Arts and Sciences and 
it was here that the League for Po- 
ltical Education heard of him. 

Since the 1890s the League had pre- 
sented distinguished political orators 
from its platform. Denny became the 
assistant of Robert Erskine Ely, di- 
rector of the League, in 1930. 

Eight years later, when Ely retired, 
he turned the job over to Denny, who 
immediately changed the name of the 
organization to Town Hall, Inc. As 
aesident of Town Hall, he has kept 
dive its many lectures, discussion 
roups and short courses. But he has 
Br o a den ed its influence immeasurably 
vith the radio program, "America's 
Town Meeting." As one of its results, 
istening-discussion groups have sprung 
jp all over the United States. 

Denny took his first trip to 1936, at- 
ended peace conferences and advised 
ttM World Foundation on the draft of 
i peace proclamation. He returned to 
Inglatici in the fall of 1943 at the re- 
quest of the government, to organise 
discussion groups among our fighting 
men overseas

Staggmen Stopped 
By F&M Dribblers 



The Crusaders really took it on the 
chin in Lancaster last Tuesday, drop- 
ping a 77-49 decision to the Franklin 
and Marshall dribblers. 

Despite the size of the score, it was 
the opinion of this writer that the F. 
& M. five was inferior to a good Eliza- 
bethtown team the Crusaders upset on 
their own boards two days previously. 

In a game marked by much whistle 
tooting from an overly-conscientious 
official, the first quarter was merely a 
steady flow of players to the foul line 
to take their penalty tosses. At the 
end of the period, Susquehanna was 
trailing 20-15. 

The second canto was enough to 
make Mr. Stagg abandon the coaching 
profession as he saw his team score 
two points in the entire quarter while 
Franklin and Marshall behind the 
shooting of Bob Zink notched 20 
points. Zink was having a merry ol' 
time under Susquehanna's basket and 
had collected 15 points at the halfway 
point. 

The Crusaders speeded up the tempo 
of the game and the second half was 
waged on a relatively even basis, F&M 
outscoring the Crusaders by three 
points in the third quarter and two in 
the fourth but the damage had been 
done and Susquehanna went down to 
their seventh defeat of the season. 

Several times this year, Susquehanna 
has lost games through a complete 
collapse in one quarter while playing 
good ball in the others. It was the 
second canto last Tuesday, the third 
against Juniata, and the first against 
Kings College. 

For Susquehanna, Eve Zlock hit the 
bucket for five field goals and eight 
fouls for 18 points while Dick Wester - 
velt had six field goals and three fouls 
for 15 markers. Jim Peters, playing in 
only his third game as a varsity mem- 
ber played well and scored 10 points. 

For the home team, Bob Zink led 
his team in the point making depart- 
ment with 23 points. 

There were several very apparent 
reasons for the poor showing against 
the Diplomats. In the first place, the 
court was so big you needed a guide to 
help find your way around the place, 
and the Staggmen this year just can't 
run on a big floor. A fast break would 
have killed the Diplomats but such &r 
attempt by this year's team probably 
would have killed the Crusaders. A 
psychological factor enters into thf 
picture also. After having beaten a 
good E'town five, the team spirit reach- 
ed an all-time high for the year but 
news that John Hospodar would not 
make the trip and that Jack Solomon 
had picked this very inappropriate time 



to leave the team, was a serious let- j 
down. A depth of school work had 
kept Hospodar buried in his books in 
Selinsgrove and his presence was sorely 
missed. Thus Susquehanna entered 
the game without a center, and in ad- 
dltlon Hospodar's defensive ability 
probably would have cut Zink's 23 
point total down. 

The Crusaders will entertain the 
University of Baltimore on their home 
boards Friday night, with a good- size 
crowd expected.

For Veterans Only 

The Senate has passed a bill In* 
■ reasing allowances to $75 for single 
vcis and $105 for married vets with 
an extra $15 going to married vets with 
children. If you are interested and 
care to write your repressntative on 
'his issue, the House bill is H.R.4212 
and it remains to be passed. Speaker 
Joe Martin tells us that action on vet- 
erans legislation will be given priority 
in the present session. We won't make 
anj predictions, but the trends seem 
favorable. 

Any vets who expect to graduate be- 
fore exhausting their oi benefits n i n ht 
be interested to know that the GI Eill 
is good at a large number of schools 
in foreign countries. Provisions are 
being made for additional aid under 
the more recent Fulbright act for over- 
seas study. This later measure is not 
limited to veterans although they will 
be given priority. 

If you have any opinions concerning 

Universal Military Training, and you 
should one way or the other, H.R.4278 
is the number to ref^r to when writ- 
ing your representative.

No Love in Life 
Of St. Valentine 



Custom has decreed that on St. Val- 
entine's Day, which falls on February 
14 in the Roman and Anglican calen- 
dar, we should exchange missives both 
sentimental and amusing in which the 
foibles of the receiver or the love of 
the sender are produced in prose or 
verse 

Most customs are not without reason. 
but of certainty there is no such reason 
to be found in the life of the good 
saint whose name endorses this cus- 
tom. No love poems, or accusations of 
flirting with any Roman maiden can 
be attributed to him. He was a Roman 
priest or bishop whose steadfast stand 
to the faith led to his imprisonment 
where he cured the blindness of his 
keeper's daughter. Again there is no 
sentimentality in his beating and be- 
heading by the authorities upon hear- 
ing of tiie miracle. 

Another Valentine of the same day, 
who healed the son of Craton the 
rhetorician suffered martyrdom as a 
bishop in Rome. Surely either Val- 
entine would be surprised to learn of 
his being a lover's saint. 

There are explanations from many 
sources bu the origin of the custom 
remains as much In the dark as ever. 

In the fourteenth century, St. Val- 
entine's Day was selected for the feast 
ol Lupercalla. At this feast the names 
ol saints were written on slips of paper 
and drawn by the men who proposed 
for imitation bj them. But as is man's 
nature to want earthly things the 
names of women were soon substituted. 
During the sixteenth century in France 
and England the exchange of names of 
both sexes took place on the eve of 
Valentine's day and the ensuing part- 
ners pledged themselves to each other 
as valentines. 

The custom developed in Shakes- 
peare's day that upon the meeting of 
opposite sexes on St. Valentine's Day, 
he or she, who lirst welcomed the 
Other received a present. But of 
course it later became gallant for the 
gentleman alone to give the presents. 

With the advent of pictures and de- 
signs on Feb. 14, 1667, the valentine 
developed to its present state. The 
decrease m postage costs encouraged 
the exchange of valentines to an un- 
limited range. If the present demand 
continue*, Cupid's pleasant work will 
become a drudgery.

Mr. George V. Denny, Jr.. moderator Featured Over WKOK 

of the famous "Town Meeting of the 
Air." said that It is essential that the 
free peoples of the world should "build 
up such a body of world law that the 
outlaw nations will not dare attack." 

Mr. Denny, in condemning the 
apathy on the part of the average 
American citizen, drew attention to 
the now extinct dinosaur— a powerful 
creature with a huge body but a small 
brain, a creature that would not adapt 
itself to change and. as a result per- 
ished. 

"In the realm of human relations 
we are where we were 1500 years ago," 
Mr. Denny went on to say. In the 
physical realm man has built a great 
destructive force. But in human re- 
lations, said Mr. Denny, he has not 
learned to use the principles of un- 
derstanding "which are as exact as the 
laws of science." Man should make 
himself more acquainted with cur- 
rent events and worry less about the 
comic strips. He should settle down 
to honest discussion as being the only 
means of understanding each side of 
every question. 

The "we must get along with Rus- 
sia" type of thinking has turned out 
to be a fallacy, said Mr. Dnny, "be- 
cause we have built two worlds with 
diametrically opposite concepts of 
man's relations to government." 
■What we need today," he asserted, 
•is world law and world government." 
i In the question period which followed 
his address, Mr. Denny said, "Let's 
extend law to the nations that are 
..illirs to accept it and l.-ave the door 
open for Russia.")

Men 
gain this peace of mind or freedom 
when they have a government insti- 
tuted by the people, with their own 
consent, a government that they may

In addition to this large number who 
are studying abroad, there are 186 
veterans living in foreign countries and 
taking correspondence courses under 
the GI Bill from schools in the U. S. 

Veterans are eligible for overseas 
study under the Bill on the same 
basis as in the United States. How- 
ever, those going abroad must ar- 
range for their own passports, visas 
and transportation. All arrangements 
for such study are made with the De- 
partment of State, which administers 
the foreign training benefits of the 
GI Bill

Until we do use 
our minds with the same integrity 
that the scientist uses, we will never 
get anywhere. If we fail, said Mr. 
Denny, "we may as well make up our 



minds to live in chains." 

Mr. Denny linked Christianity with 
democracy. Just as G. K. Chester- 
ton said that Christianity has not fail- 
ed because it hasn't been tried, so 
democracy has not failed simply be- 
cause it also really hasn't been tried. 
The rational process without the rud- 
der of integrity brings about war and 
confusion. "The town meeting," he 
said, "is conducive to honest think- 
ing."

The game, which fast turned into a 
scoring duel between Keath, with 39 
points, and Zlock, with 30, was unique 
from the fact that E'town could have 
won the game even without the aid of 
Keath. They threw everything but 
the proverbial "kitchen sink," and if 
they had thrown that they could have 
probably dropped it through the hoop.

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More S. U. Graduates for the Graduate School 

An Editorial by President G. Morris Smith 

In this materialistic age when the emphasis everywhere is on quantitative 
expansion, there la B real need for advocates of tjuality. When I began work at 
Susquehanna University nearly twenty years ago, I frequently announced to the 
governing authorities and to the public that our motto would be "quality before 
quantity." We set to work on this basis, and after a year and a half, or in 
1930 Susquehanna University was put on the approved list of colleges of 
Middle States Association of Colleges. Shortly thereafter the college was ac- 
cepted into membership Of the Association of American Colleges and the 
American Council on Education. Higher goals still to be achieved are mem- 
bership in the Association of American Universities and the Association of 
American University Women. 

The realization of these latter goals is in large part dependent upon seeing 
a larger number of our graduates enrolling at our best graduate schools for 
their A.M. and Ph.D. degrees. Too few of our graduates go on to approved 
graduate and professional schools. The Dean's office will gladly acquaint you 
with a list of these approved universities. Right now eight or ten of the 
present senior class should be thinking of enriching the quality of their life's 
preparation by going on for further study. 

Our country today is on a nation-wide hunt for excellent candidates for 
the presidency. Such men are not too plentiful. Has their education been 
faulty? What we want is not more education, but better education. The 
ahilit.y to think clearly, to judge accurately, to act wisely, and to live soberly 
and magnanimously is the mark of a truly educated person. Education worthy 
of the name must confer moral integrity and spiritual faith. We cannot 
measure up to the exacting demands of our time unless we feel ourselves 
empowered of God. These traits are the outcome of a purposeful Christian 
higher education. A college of five or six hundred students is a most admirable 
setting to develop in students a discriminating sen:* of values. I dream of the 
day when more of our students will desire to rise above mediocrity into the 
thorough and deeply enriched scholars they may become. 

More enrollments of Susquehanna University graduates in approved grad- 
uate schools would serve to produce the leaders our society needs, and inci- 
dentally would heighten the prestige of Susquehanna University.

For Veterans Only 

Franklin Roosevelt, Jr., national 
housing chairman of the American 
Veterans Committee (AVC) announced 
that the housing conference held this 
past weekend was supported by all the 
major veterans organizations except 
f he American Legion. "The tremen- 
dous support that the conference has 
attracted from the rank and file of 
World War II veterans is a conclusive 
demonstration that housing is the 
number one problem of veterans and 
that they are united in back of the 
TEW bill," Roosevelt added. He stat- 
ed further that, "Senator Taft has as- 
sured AVC that he will work for its 
(TEW) passage this session." 

The AVC asked Republican leaders 
to give the Ives-Chavez Bill against 
racial and religious discrimination in 
employment priority for Senate floor 
action. 

The AVC also asked members of the 
House Rules Committee to postpone 
indefinitely action on UMT legis'ation. 
The VFW has joined forces with the 
AVC on this issue along with the 
Catholic War Veterans, and the Union 
\abor Legionnaires. 

The American Legion is going to 
award 20 scholarships to sons of de- 
ceased veterans and five to daughters 
of the same. The former may be 
worth up to $1,200 and the latter up 
►o $603 each. Each of the 16,866 Legion 
posts may make nominations and from 
these each department of region will 
choose three to send to National head- 
quarters for selection of the 20 and 
the five. 

Disabled veterans of Britain are 
earning their bread by renovating used 
Christinas Cards and reselling them, 
their only shortcoming is lack of suf- 
ficient raw materials. Arrerlcan vet- 
erans are asked to help out if they so 
desire by placing old Xmas cards into 
an envelope and sending them to An- 
drew Davison, Braestde Xmas Card 
Industry, Morpeth, Northumberland, 
England, in behalf of a good cause. 

There are at the present time 387 
American World War II veterans 
studying at universities in 11 South 
American countries under the pro- 
visions of the GI Bill of Rights. 

Eight new all-women posts of the 
American Legion have been chartered 
raising their total to 196.

A national youth committee to light 
the adoption of universal military j 
training was announced recently with J 
William Luechtenburg, Executive Sec- 
retary of the student division of Amer- 
icans for Democratic Action, as its 
National Chairman, The group, which 
includes members of Catholic, Pro- 
testant, and secular youth groups, has j 
affiliated with the National Council | 
Against Conscription and will serve as | 
its Youth Division. 

The youth group claimed that every 
Important student or youth organiza- 
tion which has considered universal 
military training has come out in op- 
position to it. Among the groups op- | 
posed it listed the National Confer- 
ence of Methodist Youth, the student 
divisions of the Y.M.C.A. and Y.W.C.A., 
Students for Democratic Action, the 
Student League for Industrial De- 
mocracy, and the Westminster Fel- 
lowship which is the national youth 
organization oi the Presbyterian 
Church. 

The group charged the American 
Legion and other adult proponents of 
a youth draft with "promoting a war 
spirit by their proposal to make war 
training a normal part of ehe educa- 
tion of every boy." 

"War is not inevitable," they de- 
clared, "but a permanent teen-age 
draft would make young people feel 
hopeless about trying to build a peace- 
ful world." 

The chairman, Bill Luechtenburg, 
stated that every member of the group 
believes in democracy and that they 
have no connecton with the National 
Youth Assembly which is alleged to be 
Communist inspired. 

Local and regional groups of the 
Youth Division of the National Council 
Against Conscription have been organ- 
ized in New England, New York, Phila- 
delphia, and Ohio, and new groups are 
planned in all major cities throughout 
the nation.

So the next time that you are in- 
clined to favor your waitress with your 
most expressive black look, remember 
that she Is the girl who rises early to 
have things in the dining hall ready for 
your breakfast, who almost misses 
8:00 American History to scrape up 
your garbage, and who ruins her lily- 
white hands fishing out of a glass of 
water that papemapkin which you 
threw at your roomir.ete across the 
table. 

In spite of all, however, the wait- 
resses are cheerful and content with 
their lot. One optimistically idealistic 
soul states, "I like waiting on tables 
because I feel that It has given me a 
greater sense of responsibility and an 
ability to do everything more efficient- 
ly." Others more prosaic say that 
they enjoy the freedom of the waiters' 
tables.they like meeting people and 
moving about, and last, but far from 
least, they enjoy the extra food oc- 
casionally served to the waiters. 

An so it goes. The library assistant 
battles with the person who, after a 
whole semester of library science, 
rushes up breathlessly saying, "Miss, 
Where's the card catalogue?" The 
reader tears out his hair over the 
handwriting of persons who obviously 
never learned that one letter is form- 
ed differently from another. 

In spite of our trials and tribula- 
tions, though, we are thankful for 
this opportunity to prove our own 
earning power to ourselves and to our 
families.

The program Includes 
trip to Sicily, Capri, and Rome, where 
they wil be received by the Pope In a 
private audience. 

The lecturers will be mostly Italian 
archaeologists and authorities, some 
of whom will lecture In English and 
talian. Some of the noted lecturers 
include; Dr. Amedeo Maiari, president 
->f the University of Naples, director of 
the summer school and director of the 
National Museum, in charge of exca- 
vations in South Italy; Dr. Olga Ella, 
lirector of the museum at Pompey;

.> is home made, while the receiving 

-aratus is of a standard commercia.

»•. Hoover, who is interested in 
ateur broadcasting, points out that 
ne of the primary purposes which the 
.nateur radio serves is to further In- 
.rest in radio and to encourage tech- 
Olcal training by stimulating interest 
in experimental work. Then, too, the 
amateur station can be used in time 
of emergency when telephone and 
telegraph lines are broken. Even if 
electricity were shut off, it would be 
possible to continue broadcasts with 
the aid of a portable power plant 
During the flood of 1941 station 
31 LH was used for emergency com- 
munications. 

To operate a transmitter one must 
have a special state license, which can 
,ip nhtnined after Dotting a specia. 
technical test. At present. Mr. Hoovei 
is the only licensed operator on cam 
pus. 



General Ent Dies: 
Former S. U. Student 



Major General Uxal G. Ent, one of 
"'hi Mu Delta's n ost distinguished and 
successful members, passed away, Fri- 
day. March u. 
Ueneral Ent, a resident of North- 
mberland, was attending Sus-pue- 
anna University when World War I 
roke out. Shortly after war was de- 
lated lie enlisted as a private in the 
J. S. Army. 

His rise in the U. S. Army was both 

.pectacular and amazing. In 1924, he 

racluated from West Point. In June, 

940, lie became a colonel; March, 1941, 

16 became a one-star general. Early 

n 1944, he was promoted to Major 

General. 

During World War II, General Ent 

as one of the first to lead an air raid 

gainst Rome while it was still under 

xis control. His greatest feat was the 

jersonally-led raid against the Ploesti 

.il fields in Rumania. 

General Ent's military awards and 
lecorations included all the top ones 
.1th the exception of the Congres- 
sional Medal of Honor, which he turned 
Lowa in favor of two colonels on his 
itafl. One of the colonels had given 
.lis life on the Ploesti raid. 

General Ent's military career came 
to a close in 1944, while he was com- 
-nanding the Second Air Force. Se- 
erely injured in an airplane accident, 
he General retired to Colorado 
springs, Colo., where he conducted a 
•eal estate business until his death.

Truman and Dewey 

In the February issue of "Fortune" 
magazine, the results of a survey con- 
cerning the forthcoming presidential 
campaign were published. It revealed 
that General Dwight D. Eisenhower 
was far ahead in the popular choice- 
President Harry Trim- an was holdincr 
up well, coming in ahead of all the 
other candidates. Governor Thomas 
E. Dewey made a slightly better show- 
ing against Truman than MacArthur 
Stassen, Warren, and Taft. Senator 
Robert Taft trailed far behind in spite 
of his speechmaking tour. Henry Wal- 
lace was not included in the poll. 

Eisenhower was the only Republi- 
can to make a pood showing among 
union members, the only one favored 
above Truman by low- income groups 
the only one who carried the veteran 
vote, and only he and Stassen led Tru- 
man in all geographic subdivisions out- 
side the solid South. 

Since General Eisenhower has drop- 
oed out of the Presidential race, and 
President Truman has favored the Civ- 
il Rights Bill, this survey cannot be 
taken too wholeheartedly. 

To discover the presidential favorite 
of the Susquehanna students, the "Sus- 
quehanna" has conducted a poll simi- 
lar to that in "Fortune" magazine. 

It was found that Stassen is the 
favorite of the S. U. students who were 
Interviewed. He was named by 38 per 
cent of the students. Next on the 
list was a tie between Truman and 
Dewey, who both were named by 21 
per cent of the students. These fav- 
orites were followed by Taft and Wal- 
lace, who each carried 10 per cent of 
the students' vote. 

Apparently, the majority of the stu- 
dents at Susquehanna are either Re- 
publicans or come from Republican 
homes, for few Democrats were found 
by the conductors of the poll. 

Quite a few of the students thought 
it was too early to express their favor- 
ites and would not disclose the name 
of any candidate. 

The followers of Stassen did not give 
any particular reasons for their choice,

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The third in the series of Phi Mu 
'orums for this semester was held last 
i' hi with the largest attendance since 
s institution in 1946. The address was 
iven by Dr. Waldemar Zagars, assls- 
mt professor of economics at Sus- 
lehanna University. 
Dr. Zagars, a native of Latvia, was 
raduated from the University of Riga 
1th a doctor's degree in economics. 
Ie has held several high ranking po- 
rtions in the field of economics for the 
Latvian government and immediately 
ollowiir-; World War II became eco- 
nomic adviser for the American gov- 
ernment in Bavaria. 

Dr. Zagars gave an analysis of the 
Eastern European situation, with a 
brief resume on the history of the 
Baltic states. Constant invasion and 
domination by Russian forces have led 
to the development of a unified hatred 
for them bv the peoples of the Baltic 
States. There is an ideological spirit 
in the Baltics and they neither like the 
Russians nor the Germans. 

After the Russian Revolution, the 
levelopment of Nationalism and social 
reform contributed to the antagonistic 
"eeling.s in the Baltics. It was this 
lentlment that later led to the many 
it tails that occurred during the Rus- 
,ian and German occupants in the sec- 
ond world war. 
The city of Riga in Latvia was the 
enter of Russian language study and 
information on the situation in that 
ountry. Much inside information was 
secured through the underground, and 
relayed to the allied countries. 
Dr. Zagars was appointed to nego- 
late treaties in western Europe during 
he period before Germany's invasion 
li Latvia. It was at this time in his 
Delation with German officials that 
ie learned of Russia's violation of the 
ecret German-Kussian Pact. He re- 
urntd to Iatvia iii a precarious po- 
rtion, but because of his knowledge of 
Latvian affairs and his influence In 
Latvian circles he was retained as 
General of Economic Administration 
luring the turiuan occupation. It was 
in tins capacity that he was able to 
acert much pressure in aiding the un- 
lergTOUnd operations. 

A l this time it was the plan of 
Churchill to invade Europe at two 
i noints which were respectively, the 
Bulgarian co.ist anil the coast alontj 
the Baltic Stairs.

"The Silent People Speak" is an ac- 
count of Robert St. John's recent trip 
to Jugoslavia. It is a book which will 
no doubt leave a question mark in the 
minds of many readers. For a long 
time we have been fed on the corrup- 
tion and absolutism of Tito's regime, 
but here is a book which presents, at 
least in part, the other side of the 
argument. Here is a portrait of war- 
battered Jugoslavia; and here, better 
still, is a portrait of the war-battered 
people of Jugoslavia. They are, ac- 
cording to St. John, confident of their 
new government and enthusiastically 
rebuilding their country. 

The author traveled extensively 
through all parts of Jugoslavia. He 
naints a warm picture, tinged with 
nostalgic reminiscences of his previous 
visits there before the war. Through 
him the people do speak. They tell of 
their fight for survival during the war 
and their joy in their new form of gov- 
ernment. And they ask embarrassing 
as well as intelligent questions about 
the American system. 

Robert St. John writes in a way 
which either you like very much or 
dislike very much. There seems to be 
no in-between. He has a great sense 
Df the drarratic— sometimes too great 
otrhaps— combined with a pointed, ex- 
pressive style. 

The chapters are short and each is a 
'ittle adventure In itself. This helps 
to make the book faster and more in- 
teresting reading, although it is some- 
times monotonous to find so many 
similar people in so many similar cir- 
cumstances. For instance, nearly 
everyone portrayed "looks much older 
han he really is." But then war is one 
terrible monotony of confusion, and 
fear and bloodshed. Who wouldn't 
look older than he really is? 

The suspicious thing about the book 
is that everyone, with two weak ex- 
septions, is so overjoyed with Tito and 
his government that the reader begins 
to think that our newspapers are all 
wrong. Mr. St. John says "... I'm 
just telling you what I saw and heard 
and smelled. If it makes any sense 
to you, all right. It it fits into your 
pattern, fine. If it doesn't, Juat skip 
it." This is our chance to look for 
he proverbial other side to the argu- 
ment. It is a test for our broadmind- 
sdness. It is a challenge for us to 
ook down from our pedestal of preju- 
dice with a clear head. 

Despite its controversial aspects, "The 
Silent People Speak" is a book which 
deserves to be read if for nothing more 
han its graphic picture of the post- 
war desolation which is so prevalent 
in the world today.

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Crusaders Pressed 
By Upsala Quintet 

Susquehanna 60 - Upsala 58 



Susquehanna University's Crusaders 
closed their 1948 basketball season last 
Thursday night at the Alumni Gym by 
squeeiing out a narrow victory over 
the Upsala Vikings, 60-58, in a close 
and exciting game. 

In leading the Orange and Maroon 
to victory, Eve Zlock, with 24 points, 
broke the all-time Susquehanna seas- 
onal scoring record. Zlock raised his 
total to 38 points for 16 games, which 
gives him a game average of 21.1%, 
This places him second to Frankie 
Keath, of Elirabethtown, in state- wide 
scoring. The record was formerly held 
by Bernard Swiencki with 324 points 
for 15 games. 

John Hospodor, stellar pivot man 
held second place scoring honors with 
14 points and seems to be back in good 
shape again after a recent illness 
which slowed him up considerably. 
Bittenbender, Hospodar, and Pfeiffer 
all performed excellently under the 
bank board against the superior height 
advantage which the Vikings held. Up- 
sala was sparked by forwards, Jim 
Browne and Bob Kirk with 21 and 12 
points respectively. 

The game opened with Browne draw- 
ing first blood on a foul shot; however, 
Westervelt quickly retaliated with a 
field goal. Thus the lead alternated 
back and forth during the first period, 
but the Crusaders held a four-point 
advantage at the close of the quarter, 
16-12. 

In the second period, the Crusaders 
continued their scoring spree and the 
speed of the game increased greatly. 
The Vikings had trouble hitting the 
hoop and the Crusaders led at half 
time whistle by a score of 33-23. 

The third period found Upsala mak- 
ing an attempt to cut down the Cru- 
saders' lead. Skea and Kirk began to 
hit the bucket with alarming regu- 
larity and the third quarter ended at 
43-38. 

But this was only a hint of the ex- 
citement to come in the fourth period. 
Both teams were playing hard and fast. 
Every time Upsala threatened, the Cru- 
saders seemed to pull ahead miracu- 
lously. However, with three minutes 
left in the game, the Vikings took the 
lead, 55-54 on a long shot by Kirk. 
Westervelt then tied the score by a 
foul shot. 55-55. Bittenbender broke 



the tie with a beautiful and difficult ' 
over- the- shoulder shot and Zlock fol- 
lowed with a foul shot to put S. U. 
ahead, 58-55. However, Casey, Upsala 
guard, retaliated with a long set shot 
and a foul to tie the score again at 
58-58. Time was rapidly running out 
vhen Zlock hooked one in and the Cru- 
saders led, 60-58, with 10 seconds left 
in the game. Then time ran out be- 
fore the Vikings could set up a shot 
and the play ended, 60-58, in one of 
the most exciting games of the season.

Dr. Zagars concluded his analysis, 
explaining the difference between col- 
laborators who have retained their po- 
sitions in occupied countries, and quis- 
lings, who are purely traitors. He cited 
cases of collaborators who have aided 
their people and the underground while 
apparently subjecting themselves to the 
rule of the invader.

Dean Gait is a person who needs no 
introduction to most of you. Many of 
use have already met him — some of 
us under rather unpleasant circum- 
stances; others have taken their var- 
ious problems to him to be straighten- 
ed out. 

Dr. Gait graduated from Muskingum 
College in 1919. After receiving' his A. 
M. at Columbia University the follow - 
in;> year, he went to Cairo, Egypt, 
where he had the opportunity to be 
instrumental in the founding of the 
American University, and where he 
taught the first classes in education. 

He later became the dean of the 
school of education of the university, 
and then was transferred to the po- 
sition of dean of the college of liberal 
arts. While in this capacity, Dr. Gelt 
opened the first course in Arabic jour- 
nalism; one of the first instructors em- 
ployed, Fuad Sarruf, has since become 
the editor of the Arabic edition of the 
Readers' Digest. 

While on leave of absence every five 
years, Dr. Gait worked on his PhD. at 
Columbia University, and received his 
degree in 1936. 

After spending seventeen years in 
Egypt, Dr. Gait returned to the 
United States ten years ago. He spent 
one year at St. Lawrence University, 
New York, as visiting professor, then 
accepted the position of dean of Sus- 
quehanna University.

I)r. Smith Hears Marshall, Dulles 

At a specially called meeting of the 
Federal Council of Churches held in 
Washington, Thursday, March 11, 
President Smith reports an off-the- 
record address by the Assistant Secre- 
tary of State, Mr. Thorpe. The main 
topic was the need for urgency in 
adopting the European recovery pro- 
gram so that the free nations banded 
together may show a superior way of 
life to that of the totalitarian state. 
The motives back of this program are 
those of enlightenment in preserving 
among the nations of the world the 
freedoms for which man has struggled. 

Tangible evidence of a dynamic will 
to preserve these freedoms is at hand 
in the five-power pact among Prance, 
Britain, Belgium, the Netherlands, and 
Luxembourg, which was recently adopt- 
ed, and also in the cooperative plan- 
ning of the sixteen European nations 
to help themselves to become going 
societies and so receive the assistance 
of the United States. The total yearly 
assistance to these nations under E. 
R. P. is a very small fraction of the 
total budget needed, most of which 
will be supplied by the nations them- 
selves.

International Education 



In keeping with the obligation of | 
educational institutions in making their 
necessary contributions to a better un- 
derstanding among the nations, Sus- 
quehanna University, by action of the 
trustees, has made available for the 
education of foreign students a schol- 
arship fund of $2,000. 

This fund may be used at the dis- 
cretion of the administration to assist 
properly qualified students to obtain 
their education at Susquehanna Uni- 
versity.

Students in the church-related college sometimes wonder about the face 
value of their education.

Nevertheless, I had an immediate and favorable response from half of the 
corporations to which I wrote. These responding organizations included two 
of America's largest automobile manufacturing companies, the largest inter- 
national auditing concern in the world, the largest chemical and plastics or- 
ganization, a nationally-known oil producing company, a metropolitan de- 
partment store, the largest manufacturer of glass products, a huge producer 
of synthetic dress goods, and the outstanding maker of cameras and film. 
Previously we had established similar favorable contacts with a well-known 
maker of office machines and with an old-line life insurance company. 

These great corporations informed us that they were interested in our 
product and asked us to recommend suitable graduates to them. They sent 
pamphlets explaining what opportunities they offered to college graduates, 
and application blanks to clinch the matter. It is, therefore, apparent that 
some of the largest and best-known corporations in the United States believe 
in the products of the church-related college and are willing to give them 
equal consideration with the graduates of the big universities in matters of 
employment. 

(Even as I write this editorial I have before me a letter just received from 
the largest international auditing company in the world, offering one of our 
best seniors a position in their New York office, and offering two of our better 
seniors positions in their Pittsburgh office.) 

It needs to be added that a persistent note ran through all the favorable 
replies which were received. In practically identical language, all of these 
companies Intimated that they were not interested in all of our graduates, but 
only in those whom we regarded highly enough to recommend personally. This 
naturally puts a premium on our better graduates. But this is nothing new. 
Not only in business, but also in the employment of teachers, schoolmen in- 
quiring about our graduates have always wanted the best candidates for the 
be t jobs. The poorer jobs in education and business go to the mediocre. It 
needs only to be emphasized that many students now coasting along with low 
C's could get out of this mediocre class and make themselves eligible for the 
better jobs, by applying themselves to study early in their college careers.

President Truman called upon a joint 
session of Congress last Wednesday to 
revive the draft temporarily as a move 
to help forestall the "clear design" of 
the Soviet to extend its "ruthless" ag- 
gression against the remaining free 
nations of Europe. 

The President also urged promDt 
passage of universal-military-training 
legislation and the European Recovery 
Program as further steps toward surb- 
ing Russia. 

Mr. Truman backed up his charge 
with a bill of particulars accusing Rus- 
sia of ignoring or violating the few 
international agreements it has signed, 
of obstructing the United Nations by 
constant abuse of the veto and of hav- 
ing destroyed the independence and 
democratic character of a whole series 
of nations in eastern and central 
Europe. 

"The Susquehanna," recognizing the 
importance of the problem Mr. Tru- 
man has placed squarely upon the 
shoulders of Congress, has attempted 
to test the reactions of the student 
body. 

The students were asked to state 
their opinions on the three issues ad- 
vocated by the President, namely the 
European Recovery Program (ERP), 
Universal Military Training (UMT), 
and Selective Service. One hundred 
sixty-four students were approached, 
an equal number from both sexes. 

Students were definitely in favor of 
ERP. 91.5' ; were in favor of Mr. 
Marshall's plan. However, 13% were 
in favor of restricting it. Both sexes 
voted in favor by exactly the same 
percentage. 

UMT was received favorably also, 
J!", of the .students polled stating yes. 
Six students were in favor of some re- 
st lict ions. 

Selective Service, commonly termed 
the draft, proved to be the issue of 
concern tor it would affect virtually 
the entire male student body. 51'.; 
of the students were behind Mr. Tru- 
man; however 19'. of this group want- 
ed many restrictions. It is interesting 
tn note that 73'; of the men favored 
the draft whereas only 29'; of the 
girls consented. One-half of the men 
stating ves, definitely wanted it re- 
stricted.

Open Letter to the United 
States Senate and House 
of Representatives 



Honorable Sirs: 

We heard the President's message 
Wednesday afternoon, but we don't 
need his dramatization to realize the 
tension current in the world today. 
We have seen how in the past the same 
measures that he recommended have 
only led to war and now he is talking 
of maintaining peace by force. An 
articles in the recent "Christian Cen- 
tury graphically describes what this 
can lead to; an army in Palestine, one 
in Greece, another in Korea, and so 
on into the night. 

If we believe in the anti-Christian 
idea of fighting Are with Are then a 
standing army backed by compulsory 
military training is the answer. Sin- 
| cere desire for peace is the biggest 
factor, however, and without it we 
cannot even hope for anything but war. 
There is no real evidence that any of 
the "Big 5" have manifested that de- 
sire. It was the "Big 5" who insisted 
on the veto, not just Russia. Insistence 
upon this veto and complete political 
autonomy is proof of the lack of trust 
on the part of any of the so called 
"Great Nations." 

Trust isn't something that can be 
mutually arrived at, one party must 
be the aggressor. That is, we can't af- 
ford to wait for someone to trust us; 
we have rather the obligation to dem- 
onstrate our faith in them and shame 
them into submission. This is not stel- 
lar idealism but practical Christian- 
ity applied to world politics. 

We have seen the military, time and 
time again, win wars but never a 
peace. At no time in the short his- 
tory of our nation was there a greater 
need for enlightened statesmanship. 
American economics must be divorced 
from its foreign policy. We cannot 
afford to calculate the business risk 
involved in feeding and clothing des- 
Miiite peoples, especially if we desire 
to befriend them. We must remember 
it is not our peculiar economic system 
which has blessed us with plenty, but 
the fact that we were born into a land 
too young to have been bled to death.

Education Commission 
Urges Many Revisions 

April 6 (Special)— Sweeping revisions 
in the system of higher education in 
America are called for by the Presi- 
dent's Commission on Higher Educa- 
tion in its series of six reports recently 
completed. 

The Commission, composed of out- 
standing educators, was appointed by 
President Truman last summer to "ex- 
amine the functions of higher educa- 
tion in our demorcracy and the means 
by which they can best be performed." 

The number one need for higher edu- 
cation today, the group has found, la 
the expansion of higher education fa- 
cilities so that more students may be 
able to attend college. The Commis- 
sion urged extension of free public 
education through the first two years 
of college as one of the steps toward 
meeting this need. At the same time, 
it stated, there should be a "concerted 
drive to reduce all fees for public col- 
leges and universities." 

Citing the phenomenal growth of 
higher education in this country, the 
Commission stated that college en- 
rollments in 1047 jumped to the un- 
precedented total of 2,354,000. Of these 
about 1,000.000 were veterans, receiving 
college training under the G. I. Bill of 
Rights. In addition there are today 
approximately 1,500,000 other veterans 
who are receiving some form of train* 
inu through the educational provisions 
of the G. I. Bill of Rights. 

Despite this record, however, the 
Commission stated that "one of the 
graves! charges to which American so- 
ciety is subject is that of falling t" 
provide a reasonable equality of edu- 
cational opportunity for its youth." 

The Commission believes that by I960 
there should be a minimum of 4, 600. (MX) 
students enrolled in college and uni- 
versities. Of this number 2,500,000 
would be in junior college, another 

1,500,000 at the senior college level, and 
the remaining 600,000 would be college 
graduates who would continue their 
studies in graduate and professional 
school Thi Commission stated that 
nearly half the population has the 
mental ability to complete two yeai

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Intellectual Curiosity — Thing of the Past? 

In the library the other day, we made a rather startling discovery which 
led us to do research along the same line. We discovered that a large majority 
of the books In the library either have not been out of that building for the 
last five years or longer or have been borrowed recently— say once in 1943, once 
or twice in 1945. and once in 1947. It is too bad when we, as college students— 
presumably here to learn— luck sufficient intellectual curiosity to read some of 
the greatesl books of all times. 

It is simply intellectual laziness that prevents us from reading more. It 
isn't that we don't know what to read. For example, how many of us take the 
trouble to read any of the works mentioned in our literature classes? The 
purpose of these classes is to whet our appetites, but do we do anything about 
satisfying this appetite? 

Each year In his classes. Dr. Russ mentions and posts a list of some of 
the great books of all nations that will make us more intellectually mature — 
nut only books on history, but also works on other subjects. How many of us 
faithfully write down the names of these books and read them later? Intellec- 
tual curiosity seems to be in the same class as chivalry— gone but not quite 
forgotten. 

The same thing s true iii other fields. How many students attend the 
recitals and concerts given on our campus? It is one thing for us to listen to 
jazz and something else for us to be interested in the classics. Again it is the 
lack of Intellectual curiosity that makes us stay away in crowds from such 
broadening opportunities. 

What is the reason for this? The fault may not lie completely within us. 
Perhaps modern education, which stresses the practical side of life, is partly 
to blame. We go through college with the idea that this course or that one 
will help us gel a job, but we're only taking this one because it's required. 
Very likely this attitude is due to faulty high school training which has 
taught us to keep our noses to the grindstone and never, never, never lift our 
heads to look around. 

It is time, however, for us to throw over this "modern" idea and adopt 
one that has been modern for years — one that will keep alive intellectual 
curiosity. We must throw out the germs of mental laziness and realize that no 
Hi.. rination. on any subject, if it be true, will ever harm us. We must realize 
that anv course we take will teach us .something that we can someday use.

Well, 
the only solution is fill-ins, or else 
write one himself. Finally he decides 
on the latter. 

Sunday afternoon the editor meets 
with the news staff, and they copy- 
read the articles and headline them.

Prof. Linebaugh 



Since it is actually true that if you 
want something done for you, you must 
ask a busy person. I interviewed Pro- 
fessor Percy M. Linebaugh about his 
life and experiences. 

He told me that he was born in York, 
Pa., and that he early became interest- 
ed in music, playing the reed organ 
and piano at the age of ten. Prof. 
Linebaugh confessed that he often 
spent his hour of practice with a base- 
ball bat by his side and just waited 
until he could go out and play. 

He said that he worked his way 
through Lebanon Valley College music 
department. An interesting experience 
happened just after he entered the 
college. It seems that he and another 
student were tossing a baseball back 
and forth. The head of the music de- 
partment saw them and asked Mr. 
Linebaugh, "Make up your mind— is it 
going to be baseball or music?" (Often 
Mr. Linebauph rode to his home in 
York on his bicycle— a distance of over 
thirty miles! I 

Following his graduation in 1917, 
Professor Linebaugh remained at Leb- 
anon Valley to teach piano, harmony, 
and sight playing. 

The first World War, he said, inter- 
rupted further study. He was a mem- 
ber of the Engineer Corps and partici- 
pated in the battle of the Argonne and 
Verdun. After the Armistice, he be- 
came a bugler and played a valveless 
trumpet in the band. 

After the war Mr. Linebaugh re- 
lumed to York. There he gave private 
lessons and played the organ in Zion 
Reformed Church.

"Program vs. Service" was feature by 
Hal Viehman in an address to the 
students of Susquehanna attending the 
annual S. C. A. Retreat at Cowan. 
He introduced three yardsticks in eval- 
uating the program of the past year j 
and forecasting the new year's pro- ! 
gram. 

Viehman said that we should ask ' 
ourselves what major purpose we are 
trying to serve— what are we hoping 
to do? Is it a mere program that we 
are trying to make a success, or do 
we have real Christian service as the 
root of all actions? He told of the early 
Christians who met in informal groups 
but yet were tied together by a great 
bond of fellowship and service. Real 
love and fellowship held a much high- 
er place than mere organization. 

Who are the people with whom we 
are working? was another yardstick 
question presented by Mr. Viehman. 
Are these people in real need of the 
kind of service that we are giving? 
Who are we reaching, and why are we 
not reaching more? 

Another point of consideration dealt j 
with the social aspects of a Christian 
life. What are the major problems of 
he people whom we are trying to 
serve? To most of us, says Mr. Vieh- 
man, Christianity is a stereotyped gen- 
ji.ih ation rather than a growing dy- 
namic aid to the members of society in 
solving their social problems. Chris- 
tianity is a religion which gives the 
faith to lift men above their surround- 
ings. Mr. Viehman said, "A Christian 
Association that is worth its salt will 
meet the problems of those with whom 
it is connected." 

With these points in mind, he told 
I he group the importance of a retreat. 
A program is not mere words and dis- 
cussion but is action and depends up- 
on what the members are rather than 
what they say. Again referring to the 
early Christians, he told of the lives of 
people who were different because they ' 
had been with Him. "This retreat," , 
said Viehman, "is to give us a deepened 
insight into the work of personal wit- 
nessing, a deepened fellowship with 
our fellow members and a new en- 
thusiasm to carry this work to others.

His threat of mass draft evasion by the Negro race in the U. S., should 
Congress pass the proposed bills for UMT and armed forces conscription, 
would subject every offender to prosecution for treason, and justly so. 

Certainly the American people cannot be nobly proud of their attitude 
toward Negroes, but most assuredly such a form of mass civil disobedience is 
no tribute to the Negroes, nor is it any way to gain the affections of other 
Americans. 

In the constant drive for equal rights, the American people have been 
subject to a barrage of abuses by overzealou.s crusaders for the cause. Is it 
to be assumed that the Negroes are faultless? On the contrary, race hatred 
is found equally strong in Negroes as well as whites. Arrogance and disdain 
are prevalent in a high percentage of the race, and one is afraid to extend a 
hand for fear of losing an arm. 

No one can deny the existing prejudice, nor the fact that the Negro's lot 
has not been a happy one, but on the other hand, he has not been left to 
wonder in the throes of oblivion. 

Since the Civil War, the living standards of Negroes has been improved 
to the extent that he now enjoys a "more prosperious, more enjoyable, more 
creative life than at least 90 per cent of the world's population." This state- 
ment was emphatically brought out through an editorial in Ebony the most 
widely circulated Negro periodical in the country. 

The editorial goes on to say that in spite of color bars and prejudice, 
wage and working conditions, education and social aid are far superior for 
Negroes in this country than for most white countries in the world today. 

Although progress has been slow toward social tolerance in the U. S., no 
one can deny that many advances have been made, and now with the ulti- 
matum presented by the porters' union, much more is to be lost than gained. 
A little tolerance among the Negroes as well as the whites would go a long way.

The Case Against UMT 

Dear Editor: 

There has been much discussion late- 
ly concerning Universal Military Train- 
ing and the regular Draft. But how 
will the colleges and universities be 
affected? What will happen to the 
average high school graduate? Will 
he be able to go on to college? Will 
the students without any service rec- 
ord who have had a year of two of 
college be called out of school before 
they are allowed to finish? Many of 
us would like to know the answers to 
the questions. 

Much discussion has been given fav- 
oring the idea that students now in 
college should be able to finish before 
they are called for training. One ar- 
gument is that the students who have 
their education interrupted for a year 
or two may not be able to return to 
finish their learning. Unexpected dif- 
ficulties may have arisen which will 
keep the student at home. His help 
might be needed financially to support 
the family. 

Another point in favor is that the 
longer a student is out of school the 
harder it is for him to return to finish 
his education. Our memories in gen- 
eral are very poor. To return and to 
try to pick up threads where we left 
off is often difficult. This can easily 
be explained and understood by a 
simple illustration. How much English 
grammar will the average freshman 
remember when he returns after a few 
intervening years between high school 
and college. Freshmen, direct from 
high school seem to have less difficulty 
with the hows and whys of the English 
language than the veterans. The long- 
er we are away from something, the 
less we remember about it. It has also 
been stated that one forgets how to 
study. Some veterans and teachers 
complain that the students have for- 
gotten how to prepare and study for 
the daily assignments. They do not 
know how to review the essential 
points or study for an examination. 
They say they have to relearn how to 
study. 

Economically, an argument might 
also be allowed for students to re- 
main or go one to college without any 
break. Many people can afford and 
have the money to pay for an educa- 
tion. If students are to be taken re- 
gardless of their level in school, many- 
will join, for then they will be able to 
choose the branch of service they de- 
sire. In doing this, upon completion of 
their term, they are entitled to con- 
tinue their schooling paid by the gov- 
ernment. Often the question has been 
raised, "Why should the taxpayers pay 
for the schooling of a person who can 
himself well afford to pay for the edu- 
cation?" This situation might be 
somewhat eliminated. If the person 
knows that he will not be interrupted, 
he might continue on through school 
and perhaps relieve some of the bur- 
den that the taxpayers might other- 
wise have to bear.

SUSQUEHANNA INTERVIEWS 
PROF. LINEBAUGH 

(Continued from Page 1) 

In 1920, he went to Baltimore to 
study piano at the Peabody Institute, 
and in the summer of 1921, studied 
harmony at New York University. He 
also spent some time studying organ 
with Charles Cobourn at St. Patrick's 
Cathedral in New York City. 

The professor came to Susquehanna 
in 1921 as a teacher of piano, organ, 
counterpoint, sight playing, and dic- 
tation. In 1926, one of his pupils, Na- 
omi Ulrich, "bowled him over" and 
they were married in 1926. Last year, 
following the death of Dr. Sheldon, Mr. 
Linebaugh was named head of the mu- 
sic department at Susquehanna. 

When I asked him about interesting 
experiences, Prof. Linebaugh hesitated 
only a few minutes and then came up 
with the following recollections. 

He thought first of a boy who came 
to him with some previous experience 
in organ-playing. After having trouble 
with the pedals, the boy finally con- 
fessed that the difficulty was his shoes 
—he had been used to practicing in 
his stocking-feet! 

One of the most interesting charac- 



ters Mr. Linebaugh has met was Vladi- 
mir de Pachmann, a concert pianist. 
According to Mr. Linebaugh, the pian- 
ist would finish his number and then 
turn to the audience and say, "Wasn't 
that grand? You couldn't do as well." 
Often he would stop in the middle and 
say, "lovely," and then he would do it 
over again. 

To close the interview, I asked Mr. 
Linebaugh what he thought of music 
lessons for everyone. "Yes," he said, 
"everyone should have at least a little 
knowledge of music — not necessarily 
leading to the ability to play an instru- 
ment, however." He thinks it is a 
shame that so few of our Liberal Arts 
students take the music appreciation 
course. 

Following this, I thanked Mr. Line- 
baugh and came away bearing in my 
mind an impression of a fine gentle- 
man.
